WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Two do zen o f the natio n s 
to p scientists are meeting 
with President Fo rd amid 
repo rts that go v ernment 
health ex perts are reco m­ 
mending a massiv e cam­ 
paign to inno culate ev ery 
American against a rare 
and deadly flu strain. 


Any such immunizatio n 
pro gram wo uld be the 
largest in the natio n's 
histo ry and wo uld be aimed 
at the swine flu v irus, a 
strain that has been do r­ 
mant fo r nearly a half cen­ 
tury . 


The swine flu strain was 
blamed fo r 20 millio n 
deaths wo rld-wide during a 
1918 epidemic that claimed 
mo re American liv es than 


Wo rld War I co mbat. In 
all, 5 00,000 Americans died 
o f the flu strain during the 
epidemic. 
Last mo nth, the v irus 
killed an Army recruit and 
af f li c t e d 
fo ur o ther 
so ldiers at Ft. Dix , N.J . 
Since then, public health 
specialists hav e been 
weighing whether a mas­ 
siv e public inno culatio n 
p r o gr am 
sh o u ld 
be 
launched. The Washingto n 
Po st said to day that Fo rd’s 
health adv isers hav e co n­ 
cluded that such a pro gram 
is needed. 
Officials at the Natio nal 
Center fo r Disease Co ntro l 
in Atlanta indicated that a 
decisio n wo uld be an­ 
no unced sho rtly . 


The center said Tuesday 
it wo uld take nearly six 
mo nths to pro duce eno ugh 
v accine to pro v ide sho ts 
fo r 215 millio n Americans. 
Estimates o f the crash 
pro gram’s co st range fro m 
$107 millio n to $15 0 millio n. 
P har m ac e u tic al c o m ­ 
panies wo uld use millio ns 
o f fertilized chicken eggs 
as cultures to dev elo p the 
v accine. 
The center repo rted last 
week that this winter’s 
epidem ic o f A-Victo ria 
ty pe flu has passed its 
peak. Thro ugh February , 
the flu had caused 1,27 0 
mo re deaths in the United 
States than the 3,7 00 flu 
and pneumo nia deaths the 
center predicted fo r this 
winter. 


The center listed 12,7 00 
deaths abo v e no rmal ex ­ 
pectatio ns during the Ho ng 
Ko ng flu epidemic o f 1968 . 
Since flu deaths usually 
are amo ng the elderly o r 
chro nically ill, tho se 
perso ns usually are urged 
to take flu sho ts. 
But center o fficials 
no ted the flu v ictims at Ft. 
Dix were all healthy y o ung 
men, no ne o f who m had 
been in co ntact with swine. 
Scientists hav e co ntinued 
to find the swine flu in pigs 
and ho gs, but the o utbreak 


at Ft. Dix was the o nly o ne 
inv o lv ing humans since 
researchers first iso lated 
flu v iruses in the 1930s 
Researchers hav e in­ 
ferred that the swine-ty pe 


v irus was respo nsible fo r 
the 1918 epidemic because 
many peo ple bo m in that 
perio d hav e antibo dies in 
their blo o d related to that 
infectio n. 


Dav id Mathews, secre­ 
tary o f Health, Educatio n 
and Welfare, co mmented 
in New Yo rk Tuesday , “ It 
co uld be v ery serio us. The 
flu v irus is a funny crea­ 
ture It mutates itself and 
it co mes in v ery different 
fo rms. Tho se fo rms change 
fro m y ear to y ear. Var­ 
io us strains co me in and 
they re-emerge after pe­ 
rio ds o f time.” 


New strains o v erco me 
the im m unity peo ple 
dev elo p during prev io us 
o utbreaks.

Ten ho urs after Mrs. Pero n’s 
o uster, the three-man junta had 
itself swo rn in and pledged to 
o perate as a so rt o f “ co llectiv e 
go v ernment,” until the nex t presi­ 
dent is appo inted by the armed 
fo rces “ in due time.” 
The military takeo v er, which had 
been ex pected fo r mo nths, ended 21 
chao tic mo nths in o ffice fo r the 
Western Hemisphere's first wo man 
head o f go v ernment 
A co mmunique bro adcast o v er the 
natio nal radio said the army co m­ 
mander, Gen J o rge R. Videla, 5 0, 
was heading the junta. Other 
members are the nav y co mmander, 
Adm. Emilio Massera and the air 
fo rce chief, Gen. Orlando R. Ago sti. 
The swearing-in ceremo ny at the 
army ’s huge Libertado r building was 
attended by ail generals, admirals 
and brigadiers o n activ e duty . 
The junta anno unced o fficially the 
dismissal o f Mrs. Pero n, natio nal 
and pro v incial co ngressmen, pro v in­ 
cial go v erno rs, all elected municipal 
administratio ns and members o f the 
Supreme Co urt. 
Po litical activ ity was o rdered 
suspended. 
Reactio n was generally relax ed 
and, in many cases, almo st indif­ 
ferent, as Argentines went abo ut 
their mo rning business as usual. 
Armed so ldiers watched street co r­ 
ners, and banks and public o ffices 
were clo sed. Otherwise, there ap­ 
peared to be little change. 
To day ’s co up means all but two o f 
So uth America's 10 majo r co untries 
are under military co ntro l. Civ ilians 
no w go v ern o nly In Venezuela and 
Co lo mbia and in two small natio ns o n 
the Caribbean co ast freed fro m co ­ 
lo nial co ntro l within the past decade 
— Surinam and Guy ana. 
The mo st recent military takeo v er 
in So uth America befo re to day o c­ 
curred in Chile in September 197 3, 
when rightwing o fficers seized co n­ 
tro l and said President Salv ado r 
Allende Go ssens, a Marx ist had co m­ 
mitted suicide. 


ISINGTON, England (AP) - Field Marshal Visco unt 
Mo ntgo mery , Britain's to p field co mmander in Wo rld 
War II and co nsidered by many the greatest British 
military leader since the Duke o f Wellingto n, died early 
to day after many mo nths o f failing health. 
At 8 8 , Mo ntgo mery was o ne o f the last surv iv ing 
co mmanders o f the war against Nazi Germany , and no t 
many o f the o thers escaped his biting criticism He died 
at his ho me in this Hampshire Co unty hamlet 5 0 miles 
so uthwest o f Lo ndo n. 
The Defense Ministry said the funeral wo uld be held at 
Windso r with full military ho no rs. The date was no t 
immediately anno unced. 
The cause o f death also was no t anno unced. But 
Mo ntgo mery had been co nfined to his bed fo r so me time, 
and his so n Dav id said last weekend, “ He is an o ld man, 
and he’s v ery tired.” 
A peppery , austere so ldier who carried a Bible o n his 
campaigns and neither drank, smo ked no r used pro fanity , 
Mo ntgo mery turned the tide o i the Nazi adv ance with his 
v icto ry in 1942 o v er Field Marshal Erwin Ro mmel at El 
Alamein, in the Egy ptian desert He fo llo wed this with a 
2.000-mile sweep to Tunis which in three mo nths dro v e the 
Germans and Italians fro m No rth Africa. 
Wearing a jaunty black beret, “ Mo nty ” had a flair fo r 
publicity and filled the British need fo r a hero at a time o f 
sev ere war pressure at ho me. 
Ex plaining later his success in Africa, he wro te. “ The 
so ldiery gav e o f their best. ... The 8 th Army dev elo ped a 
crusading spirit and the so ldiers began to think it was in­ 
v incible. ... My o nly fear was that I might fail these 
magnificent men.” 
Gen Dwight D Eisenho wer, the supreme allied co m­ 
mander, had his disagreements with Mo ntgo mery but 
still praised him as “ o ne o f the greatest so ldiers o f the 
war ..a figure who will liv e alway s no t o nly in British but 
in wo rld histo ry 
Bo m Bernard Law Mo ntgo mery in Lo ndo n o n No v . 17, 
18 8 7 , he was the so n o f the Rt. Rev . 
H.H. Mo ntgo mery , a 
bisho p o f the Anglican church. His father wanted him to 
beco me a clergy man, but he insisted o n beco ming a 
so ldier. 
In Wo rld War I he was wo unded twice, mentio ned in dis­ 
patches six times fo r gallantry and wo n the Dis­ 
tinguished Serv ice Order and the French Cro ix de Guerre. 
A few mo nths befo re his 40th birthday in 1927 , 
Mo ntgo mery married Betty Carv er, a wido w with two 
so ns. Dav id was bo m in 1928 
Mrs. Mo ntgo mery did *no t liv e to see her husband s 
greatest triumphs. In the autumn o f 1937 she died o f an in­ 
fectio n that dev elo ped fro m an insect bite 


Another arrested 
Claremont Vietnam 
student is stabbed 


A student fro m Vietnam was stab­ 
bed by ano ther Vietnamese student 
at Claremo nt High Scho o l during 
their lunch perio d Tuesday , po lice 
repo rted. 
The v ictim, Quang Van Nguy en, 17 , 
5 5 5 W. 10th St., Claremo nt, was 
taken unco nscio us to Po mo na Valley 
Co mmunity Ho spital, where he was 
treated fo r a knife wo und in his right 
sho ulder. He was later released. 
His alleged attacker, 16 y ears o ld, 
was arrested o n suspicio n o f assault 
with intent to co mmit murder and 
taken later Tuesday to J uv enile Hall. 
The stabbing o ccurred in the lunch 
area o f the scho o l quad sho rtly after 
11:30 
The v ictim said the o ther 
y o uth ran up behind him and stabbed 
him witho ut say ing a wo rd. He to ld 
po lice that he and the o ther y o uth 
had argued earlier that day and the 
day befo re o v er a 35 -cent debt, but 
also said they were go o d friends. 


Po lice, 
who questio ned the 
suspect, said he to ld them that the 
two had argued and that o n Tuesday 
the v ictim had threatened to kill 
him. Because o f the threat he to o k 
the knife, which has a 3Va-inch blade, 
to scho o l with him. 
After the stabbing, the suspect was 
disarmed by scho o l pro cto r J o se A. 
Madrid. Witnesses said the y o uth 
was wav ing the knife aro und in a 
threatening manner befo re Madrid 
grabbed his arm and to o k away the 
knife.

Cyclists seeking race site 
find fans: Claremont council

The Claremont City Council Tues­ 
day night reacted favorably to the 
concept of a bicycle race in the 
Village shopping area on a Sunday. 
The bicycle racing program was 
proposed by the Mt. Baldy Cycling 
Club which had asked for the first 
race May 23. 
But Bob Broadley, chairman of the 
club’s race committee, told the coun­ 
cil that the club must obtain permis­ 
sion from the U.S. Cycling Federa­ 
tion for a sanctioned date, and that 
the May date is out. 
Broadley and fellow member 
Peter Boor, 1203 Yale Ave., Clare­ 
mont, were present at the meeting to 
answer questions. 
“ Personally I think the idea is 
tremendous,” commented Coun­ 
cilman Richard Newton. “ I hope we 
can work out the details. I like this 
because this is what we do in 
Claremont.” 
“ I think the idea is great,” agreed 


Councilman Frank Hungerford. “ I 
look to you to solve problems you 
might have with Police Chief Lines.” 
City Manager Norman R. King told 
the council that he believes the bicy­ 
cle race is something that the council 
could approve without creating a 
burden on the community if such ac­ 
tion comes with five conditions. 
King asked that the city be fur­ 
nished a statement in writing from 
the businesses open in the village 
during the race that they have no 
objections to the curtailment of traf­ 
fic. 
— That between races (every 15 
minutes) vehicles be allowed to 
traverse a portion of the Village 
area. 
— That the cycling club provide at 
its expense a number of police of­ 
ficers as recommended by Lines. 
— That a bond or cash amounting 
to $100 be posted to cover cleanup of 
any litter or debris. 
— That two portable toilets be 
provided for use during the race. 


Chief Lines in a letter to Broadley 
was enthusiastic about the proposal, 
and agreed that such a program 
would create significant spectator 
enjoyment, but he had several con­ 
cerns about vehicle parking, and 
street blockages during the races. 


Lines recommended that police of­ 
ficers man the area for street 
blockage, traffic control, and group 
control. He said he made it clear that 
the officers would not volunteer their 
time for such an event. 


Broadley explained that in other 
cities where bicycle racing events 
are held, organizations such as 
Kiwanis volunteer their time for 
traffic control and other activities. 


Mayor Bertye Sm ith asked 
Broadley why Claremont was chosen 
for the race, and not the Los Angeles 
County Fairgrounds. 


Broadley explained that the track 
at the fiargrounds was slick, and not 
suitable for bike racing. 
Mom doesn't have 
right to keep baby 
in prison—judge 


A San Francisco Superior Court 
udge in response to a class action 
suit filed by a California Institution 
or Women inmate has ruled that 
vomen inmates do not have an 
lutomatic right to keep their young 
,'hildren with them in prison. 
The case was filed by three legal 
groups on behalf of CIW inmate Bar- 
>ara Cardell, 20, mother of a three- 
nonth-old son, and all other inmates 
vith young children. Judge John E. 
ienson in the case ruled young 
:hildren may or may not be admitted 
o the prison upon the discretion of 
he superintendents. 
He ruled that the CIW’s superin- 
endent at that time, Brook Carey, 


had not abused her discretion by not 
allowing Mrs. Cardell to keep her 
child with her in prison. Mrs. Carey 
had pointed out in a letter to the in­ 
mate that a riot had taken place at 
the prison and the child's safety 
could not be guaranteed. 
Mrs. Cardell, brought the suit, 
citing a state law that states that 
women inmates “ may” keep their 
young children with them in a prison 
or jail setting until they are 2 with 
the permission of the superinten­ 
dent. 
Several county jails in California 
do permit women with children un­ 
der 2 to keep the children with them 
in minimum custody situations.

SAN DIEGO (AP) - A massive 
;tate indictment against C. Arnholt 
•mith was expanded to 64 counts 
vith new charges of tax cheating and 
;rand theft in his sale of the San 
)iego Padres. 
Smith pleaded innocent Tuesday to 
•harges of state income tax evasion 
or 1973 and filing false tax returns 
or 1973 and 1974, as well as the grand 
heft charge. 
After being arraigned on the added 
harges in San Diego County 
iuperior Court, Smith read a state- 
nent blasting Dist. Atty. Ed Miller 
or what Smith called “ continued 
larassment.” 
He also suggested that Miller was 
«rsecuting him for political gain. 
Jiller said later he was “ thoroughly 
lisgusted” with Smith’s claims, but 
vould not comment otherwise. 
Smith. 77. is accused of stealing 
noney paid by Ray Kroc for the San 
)iego Padres baseball team. Kroc, 
hairman of the McDonalds fast food 
hain, paid a reported $12 million to 
he baseball holding company of 
vhich Smith was principal owner. 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Steven Davis 
aid Smith allegedly claimed Kioc’s 
unds repaid debts to Sovereign State 
Capital Inc. 


Smith failed to convey promised 
surplus Padres stock to Sovereign 
State, Davis said. 
The six new charges were added to 
a 58-count indictment handed down 
by the county grand jury last 
December against Smith and his 
longtime associate, Philip A. Toft. 


The two were accused of grand 
theft, conspiracy and misapplying 
the funds of United States National 
Bank, which Smith controlled for 40 
years as board chairman and chief 
executive. 


When the bank was declared insol­ 
vent in 1973, it was the largest bank 
failure in American history. 


Death toll rises to

$3,000 fine 
for Hammer 
in gifts case

Multimillionaire industrialist and art 
patron Armand Hammer has been 
fined the maximum $3,000 and placed 
on one year’s probation for making 
$54,000 in illegal contributions to the 
1972 re-election campaign of former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
But U.S. District Court Judge 
Lawrence T. Lydick spared the 77- 
year-old board chairman of Occiden­ 
tal Petroleum Corp. from a possible 
three-year prison term because of 
his age and poor health. 
Hammer also is well known for a 
spectacular art collection valued at 
approximately $25 million. He has 
been hospitalized for heart disease 
since Jan. 20, and he appeared for 
sentencing Tuesday in a wheel chair, 
just as he had on March 4 when he 
pleaded guilty to the three mis­ 
demeanor charges. 
In a brief statement to Lydick 
before sentence was imposed. Ham­ 
mer said in a clear, emotional voice: 
“ Your honor, this is the first time 
I ’ve been charged with a criminal of­ 
fense. I greatly regret my actions. 
For all of my life, I have tried to lead 
a useful life. I trust in the time that 
may be left me, your honor will 
allow me to continue being a useful 
member of society.” 
Defense attorney Arthur Groman, 
arguing against a prison sentence, 
said Hammer had meant no evil in 
making the campaign contribution 
but merely had wanted to remain 
anonymous. He also said his client’s 
heart disease is progressive and 
irreversible. 
Hammer, a physician by training 
who succeeded as a businessman and 
never went into practice, was 
brought to court from Cedars of 
Lebanon Hospital. During the 
courtroom proceedings his heartbeat 
was monitored by emergency life- 
support machinery in a nearby 
witness room. 
A federal grand jury, operating on 
evidence presented by the special 
Watergate prosecutor’s office, in­ 
dicted Hammer last year on charges 
of making the secret contributions 
under fictitious names to the Nixon 
campaign in 1972. 
The payments were made through 
former Montana Gov. Tim Babcock, 
then an official of an Occidental sub­ 
sidiary.

Upland nixes summer 
school pay proposals 


The Upland school board Tuesday 
adopted the same salary schedule for 
the 1976 summer school teachers as 
was in effect in 1975. 
The board’s decision overrode a 
proposal presented two weeks ago by 
the Certificated Employes Council of 
the Upland School District. 
The CEC proposal had called for a 
starting salary of $6.61 per hour and 
went to a top salary of $12.94.

A projected $500,000 deficit in the 
1976-77 school budget may have been 
the deciding factor in the board’s 
decision to adopt the smaller salary 
budget for the 1976 summer school 
session.

Con su mers see grocery price victory 


Associated Press Writer 
A supermarket industry panel has 
urged stores not to remove prices 
from individual items when they 
switch to computerized checkout 
systems. But the battle over the is­ 
sue appears far from over. 


The Consumer Federation of 
Am erica said the panel’s rec­ 
ommendation, issued Tuesday in 
Washington, was “ a major consumer 
victory.” 


At the same time, however, the 
federation said in a statement that 
“ a recommendation and a press 
release do not provide consumers 
with the guarantee they deserve....” 


The federation said that unless 
supermarkets provide a written 
promise not to remove prices, now 
•or in the future, the group would con­ 
tinue to work for federal, state and 


local legislation to insure item pric­ 
ing 
Four states — Connecticut, Mas­ 
sachusetts, Rhode Island and Con­ 
necticut — already have passed laws 
requiring item pricing. Sim ilar 
legislation is pending in Congress 
and about half the other states. 
The industry panel — called the 
Public Policy Subcommittee of the 
Ad Hoc Committee on the Universal 
Product Code — found that con­ 
sumers are less aware of what they 
are paying when the price on the 
individual item is removed and re­ 
placed by a shelf tag. 
“ What we’ve done,” said the sub­ 
com m ittee’s chairm an, Robert 
'Wegman of Rochester, N.Y., “ is tell 
the industry that they should keep 
their prices on.” 
Industry spokesmen said they ex­ 
pected supermarkets to go along 


with the panel’s recommendation 
and expressed hope that legislative 
moves would end. “ There’s no sense 
in legislating it if the industry isn’t 
going to do it,” said Dick Bragaw of 
the Super Market Institute. 
The whole controversy stems from 
the introduction several years ago of 
something called the Universal 
Product Code — those funny little 
lines now printed on about three- 
fourths of all grocery products. 
The code was to be used in connec­ 
tion with a computerized checkout 
system and was designed to cut 
checkout time, eliminate errors and 
save money for retailers by curtail­ 
ing labor costs and improving in­ 
ventory control. 
Here’s bow it works: A retailer 
programs his computer to translate 
a particular combination of lines into 
a particular price. Items at the 


checkout pass by an electronic scan­ 
ner which “ reads” the price code 
and automatically rings up the cor­ 
rect amount 
The industry had argued that the 
use of the scanner eliminated the 
need for item pricing. Industry 
spokesmen also said that keeping the 
prices on would cut up to 25 per cent 
of the savings that could be achieved 
by computerization of the checkout. 
The stores said the savings could 
be passed on to shoppers, but some 
consumer groups argued that any 
price benefit would be a matter of 
pennies Wegman said Tuesday that 
in his own stores elimination of item 
pricing might enable the chain to cut 
overall prices by up to half of one 
per cent. 
The $75,000 subcommittee study 
was conducted by Drs. John W Allen 
and Gilbert D. Harrell of Michigan 


State University and Dr. Michael D. 
Hutt of the University of Vermont. It 
was based on studies of 3,000 shop­ 
pers 


Among the findings: 
—Shoppers Interviewed at the 
checkout stand were wrong hi their 
recollection of prices about 4 per 
cent of the time in the conventional 
store. In the scanner-equipped 
stores, the error rate was double 
that. 


—When asked if they looked at the 
price before buying, 71 per cent of 
those in the conventional stores said 
yes. compared with 56 per cent in the 
scanner stores 
—Shoppers in conventional stores 
compared prices between brands 32 
per cent of the time, while those in 
scanner stores compared 21 per cent 
of the time 


Bragaw said other findings showed 
no difference between the conven­ 
tional store ami the scanner store in 
the number of people using unit pric­ 
ing — designed to tell the cost per 
standard unit — or to the number of 
people comparing prices of fresh, 
frozen and canned items. 


He stressed that experience with 
the computerized checkouts is still 
limited since only about 50 of the 
nation’s 40.000 supermarkets have in­ 
stalled them. 


Bragaw said the subcommittee's 
report showed further study is 
needed to find a better way to make 
sure that people know what they are 
paying. 
“ We re not saying that we’re never 
going to take prices off,” he added. 
The industry has simply decided not 
to do so right now

The bees owned by Albert Knoefler 
of Riverside were discovered miss­ 
ing Sunday and the theft was 
reported to sheriff’s deputies Mon­ 
day. 
Detectives said the thefts may be 
tied into a series of other bee colony 
thefts reported throughout San Ber­ 
nardino County since January. A 
total of 420 hives have been stolen in 
the county. In all of 1975 only 264 
hives were reported stolen. 
Detectives said they do not believe 
the bee hive thiefts are tied into the 
cyanide destruction last year of 
more than 1,000 bee hives owned by 
Knoefler. Two men are now awaiting 
trial in connection with the bee hive 
poisonings. 
Detectives said the increasing 
value of the bee hives and bee 
colonies may be spurring the thefts. 
Bee hives have been assessed at 
about $40 each now, while six years 
ago hives were assessed at only $15 
each.

Jones, an exterminator charged with 
second-degree manslaughter to the 
death of one of three young children 
who ate poisoned wafers, dropped his 
head and stared at the floor 
“ God knows I didn’t give it to those 
kids,” he said “ Ob, God, how I wish 
it had never happened.” 


Three youngsters — 4. 3 and 2 — 
died Sunday and Monday Jones, 27, 
is charged in the death of the first to 
die, Joseph Whaley, 2. 
The youngsters had apparently 
eaten wafers soaked in a rat poison 
and left in the front seat of Jones’ un­ 
locked truck. Six other children were 
treated for poisoning at local 
hospitals 
Jones sat in a daze Tuesday and 
held up the complaint he had been 


handed minutes earlier by Special 
District Court Judge Philip Duglas 
“ W illfully and feloniously did 
cause and effect the death of a 
human being, 
he read. “ How 
can they say 1 did that? Someone had 
to get into my truck and get the 
poison out I didn’t do it.’ 
Jones looked up “ I had no idea it 
was that strong. Why, my dad used it 
for 10 or 12 years and I ’ve used it 
almost that long We’ve never had 
any complaints or trouble with it 
before. 
Jones buried his face to his hands 
for a moment. He looked up slowly, 
shaking his head 
" I always kept it in a can with 
crumbled cookies and had the can to 
a paper sack. I kept it stuffed way 
back under the seat. Someone had to 
come and take it out of there before 


the kids could get to it.” 
Then holding up his hands and turn­ 
ing them over and over, he said. 
“ Look! I ’ve handled that poison for 
years with my hare hands. I never 
even used gloves I had no idea that it 
would kill anything but a rat. It was 
just another poison I used.”

At least 15 children were seen 
playing around Jones’ truck while it 
was parked in a low-income apart­ 
ment complex last Saturday, and 
some of the crumbled cookies were 
found rear where the truck was 
parked, Dist Atty. Jack McGahey 
said. He added it was assumed the 
children died from eating the 
cookies. 


Ford hits 
budget cut 
for defense 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Ford said today he is “ very dis­ 
turbed” by a proposal from the 
House Budget Committee chairman 
to cut $7 billion from the President’s 
proposed defense budget. 


“ That’s much too large a re­ 
duction," Ford told Republican 
party le a de rs and workers from 
Dallas during a meeting to the White 
House Rose Garden “ It cannot be 
justified " 


Tbe President said his proposed 
defense budget, totaling $114.9 
billion, is necessary because of this 
country’s obligation to maintain its 
m ilitary strength to the face of world 
problems 
The Budget Com m ittee has 
started work on the new federal 
budget with a draft proposal that 
would spend $18.6 billion more than 
the $394.2 billion recommended by 
the President. 


Trade b alan ce on p/us side 


W ASHINGTO N ( AP) - The 
United States’ basic balance of pay­ 
ments position deteriorated slightly 
in the final three month of 1975 but 
still managed to finish the year with 
the first surplus on record, the 
government said today. 
At the same time, a top gov­ 
ernment economist warned that in­ 
flation w ill accelerate in the United 
States late this year as the economy 
continues its recovery from reces­ 
sion 
The Commerce Department said 
the balance of payments, based on 
current foreign transactions and 
long-term capital flows, was to sur­ 
plus by $1,4 billion for the year, 
primarily because exports of U.S. 
goods exceeded imports by a near­ 
record margin. 
The surplus, the first since crea­ 
tion of the government’s basic inter­ 
national transactions measure to 
1960, contrasted with a $10.7 billion 
deficit to 1974. 
For tbe last three months of 1975, 
the basic balance was to deficit by $4 
million, compared to a $1.4 billion 


surplus to the previous quarter. 
The government economist, Julius 
Shiskin, commissioner of labor 
statistics, predicted that if the 
recovery continues, with employ­ 
ment and production picking up, “ the 
pace of inflation w ill accelerate 


He said this has been the pattern to 
past recoveries and “ I think it will 
happen again.” 
Shiskin also said during a 
breakfast meeting with reporters 
that while he believes unemployment 
will continue to decline, he would not 
be surprised If the jobless rate edged 
up slightly this month. The un­ 


employment rate was 7.6 per cent in 
February. 
The basic balance of payments 
figure, one of three ways of 
characterizing U.S. international 
transactions, records purchases and 
sales of goods to international trade 
as well as transactions to services, 
such as m ilitary aid and investment 
dividends. 
Such current transactions are 
tempered by figures on longterm in­ 
vestment by Americans overseas 
and foreigners in this country to an 
effort to signal the underlying trend 
. to the United States and its financial 
relationship to the rest of the world 


Cou rt ru les on h irin g of blacks 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Blacks 
who prove they were turned down for 
employment because of dis­ 
criminatory hiring policies can be 
granted seniority by court order 
when they reapply and are hired, the 
Supreme Court ruled today. 
In a 5-to-3 decision, the court 
reversed a ruling of the U.S. Circuit 


Court to New Orleans refusing to 
order seniority on this basis for black 
drivers hired by Bowman Trans­ 
portation Co. 
The Supreme Court decision 
means that such employes may be 
given the seniority they would have 
had if they bad been hired the first 
time they applied 


Sen ten ced in for-h ire killin g of pregn an t woman 


COEUR D’A LEN E, Idaho (AP) - 
A man who said he was paid $3,500 
for killing a woman five months 
pregnant has been sentenced to 
death by hanging. “ You earned your 
fee,” said the judge who imposed 
sentence. 
Philip L. Lindquist, 31, was con­ 
victed by a jury on Jan. 31 of first- 
degree murder to the slaying of Joy 
L. Weitz. 32. 
“ The cold, deliberate way to which 
you killed Joy Weitz and knowing she 


was pregnant, and knowing that she 
was the mother of other children and 
with no concern for these children ... 
you earned your fee,” First District 
Court Judge Watt E. Prather said 
Tuesday. “ I can see no other way but 
to sentence you to hang.” 
He set May 5 for the execution. 
Mrs. Weitz was found slumped 
over the steering wheel of her car on 
a country road to January 1875. 
The victim ’s husband, James C. 
Weitz, 25, of Spokane, Wash., was 


sentenced last month to 10 years to 
prison for voluntary manslaughter. 
He told authorities he had paid 
another man to pay Lindquist for tbe 
shooting. He testified that he was 
hoping to collect on a $60,000 in­ 
surance policy. 
Lindquist’s attorney, Raymond 
Tanksley Jr., said the conviction and 
sentencing w ill be appealed. He 
argued against the death sentence, 
calling it unconstitutional. 
A 1973 Idaho law makes the death 


sentence mandatory for first-degree 
murder. 
There have been nine executions to 
Idaho history, all by hanging. The 
last was in 1857 
Charles B Vetsche, 34, of Spokane, 
was the man named by Weitz as 
receiving the payment. He is 
held in a Spokane ja il on 
degree murder charge to connection 
with the woman’s death and is 
fighting extradition from Wash­ 
ington to Idaho.

No lower expectations in Brown's foreign policy views

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. is 
an antiwar dove who says 
the United States must 
maintain a strong military 
machine to survive in a 
hostile world. 
He rejects isolationism 
as a foreign policy, and he 
doesn’t like seeing the 
United States being 
“ pushed around” by other 
nations. 
That is what emerges 
from a review of Brown's 
comments prior to his 
declaration 11 days ago 
that he is a national candi­ 
date for President and will 
run in California’s June 8 
D em o cratic 
p a rty 
primary. 
Since that time, the 37- 
year-old governor has 
refused to answer most 
foreign' policy questions. 
He said he will discuss 
foreign affairs “ in due 
course,” after he gets 
details of his campaign 
organization out of the 
way. 
But. over 14 months as 
governor. Brown has made 
numerous comments on in­ 
ternational issues — most­ 
ly in interviews with The 
Associated Press, NBC’s 
Meet the Press, and 
Playboy magazine. 
He has been quoted as 
saying he admires Ho Chi 
Minh, Mao Tse-tung and 
Ghandi — not for their 
ideology, but for their as­ 
ceticism, leadership and 
approach to life. 
Taken together, his com­ 
ments suggest Brown 
would resist unilateral dis­ 
armament, maintain a 
strong military, and take a 
skeptical stance toward 
detente and other dealings 
with the Soviet Union. 
He rejects “ Fortress 
America” isolationism. 
“ This country has a 
world role to play. We can­ 
not retreat from that 
responsibility,” 
Brown 
told Meet the Press last 
October. 
“ That involves the Near 
East, it involves a strong 
economic and m ilitary 
presence. 
That 
is 
something a lot of people, 
especially at the liberal 
side of the spectrum, are 
not willing to face up to,” 
he added.

Judge accused of 
arrest sentencing 
man without trial 
SPRINGFIELD, Hi. (AP) - An Illinois Circu it Cou rt 
ju dge has been accu sed of arresting a man at an apart­ 
ment in which the ju dge had an interest and sentencing 
him to jail withou t benefit of a trial. 
The Illinois Ju dicial Inqu in/ Board charged that 
Associate Ju dge William D. Vanderwater arrested 
Flor C. Lopez last October at an apartment bu ilding in 
Au rora, got his signatu re on a gu ilty plea and sentenced 
him to eight months in prison on a theft charge. 
The board asked the Illinois Cou rts Commission to dis­ 
cipline Vanderwater who reportedly sentenced Lopez to 
prison du ring midnight proceedings at the Au rora jail. 
“There was in fact no trial and no appearance by Lopez 
in a cou rtroom,” the board said in a complaint, adding 
that the state’s attorney was not consu lted as requ ired by 
law 
The board's report said the incident stemmed from 
Lopez allegedly cau sing a distu rbance in an Au rora apart­ 
ment bu ilding where he liv ed prev iou sly and in which 
Vanderwater had an interest.

Police do not v iola te rights 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Supreme Court ruled 
today that police do not 
violate an individual's con­ 
stitutional rights by public­ 
ly identifying him as a 
criminal even though he 
has never been convicted 
of a crime. 
In a 5 to 3 decision, the 
court overturned a U.S. 
Circuit Court decision that 
the Constmition protects 
an individual s reputation 
from damage by state or 
local officials. 
The court m ajo rity 
acknowledged that the 
police action damages a 
person's reputation but 
said the constitutional 


guarantee of due process of 
law protects a person's 
liberty or property but not 
his reputation. 
In a sh arp d isse n t, 
Justice William J. Brennan 
said, “ The potential of 
t o d a y ’ s 
d e c i s i o n 
is 
frightening for a tree 
people.” 
The decision came in a 
suit brought by Edward 
Charles Davis III against 
the pol ice c h i e f s of 
Louisville and Jefferson 
County, Ky. 
D u r i n g 
the 
1 97 2 
C h r i s t m a s 
s h o p p i n g 
season, the police included 
Davis’ photo on a flyer 
listing “ active shoplifters” 


and distributed to local 
merchants. 
Davi s, then a pho­ 
t o g r a p h e r 
for 
the 
Louisville Courier Journal 
and Louisville Times, had 
be e n a r r e s t e d on a 
shoplifting charge in 197 1. 
But he pleaded not guilty 
and the c h a r g e s u b ­ 
sequently was dismissed. 


Davis argued that the 
police violated the due 
process clause by depriv­ 
ing him of h is c o n ­ 
stitutional rights and 
damaging his reputation. 


Writing for the majority, 
J u s t i c e 
W i l l i a m 
H. 
Rehnquist said, “ The 


words liberty’ and ‘prop­ 
e r t y ’ as used in the 
Fourteenth Amendment do 
not in terms single out 
reputation as a candidate 
for special protection over 
and above other interests 
that may be protected by 
state law.” 
The majority suggested 
that Davis would have been 
better off to sue the police 
officials for defamation un­ 
der Kentucky law. 


Davis’ complaint “ would 
appear to state a classical 
claim for defamation ac­ 
tionable in the courts of 
virtually every state,’ the 
court said.

Chino as king citizens

The scho o l bo ard Tuesday night 
v o ted to ask parents whether they 
fav o red the co ncept — and trustees 
indicated results o f the surv ey wo uld 
be stro ngly co nsidered. 
Bo ard members accep ted a rev ­ 
ised rep o rt fro m a district adv iso ry 
co mmittee which stu died the fu n da­ 
men tal co n cep t. A gen eral descrip ­ 
tio n o f the basic scho o l — which 
stresses readin g, writin g an d arith­ 
metic p lu s man n ers, mo rals, an d 
discip lin e — was co mp iled by the 
co mmittee 
The descrip tio n an d o ther in fo rma­ 
tio n will be in clu ded in the q u estio n ­ 
n aire sen t p aren ts abo u t the basic 
scho o l, du rin g the first week o f 
Ap ril It all will be added to the 
gen eral p aren t attitu de su rv ey sen t 
o u t at the same time. 
Sev eral chan ges were made in the 
in fo rmatio n co mp iled by the co m- 


mittee, after trustees indicated 
so me parts were v ague. The sectio n 
abo ut discipline will include a state­ 
ment that paddling and detentio n 
will be used “ when necessary .” 
Also , the dress co de sectio n will 
specify standards “ which stress 
neatness and go o d appearance.” The 
bo ard added a statement that 
“ Parents are ex pected to wo rk with 
the scho o l in carry ing o ut o bjectiv es 
o f the pro gram.” 
Trustee Ro y Ward seemed the 
mo st critical o f the basic scho o l 
repo rt. “ There isn’t eno ugh info rma­ 
tio n here,” he said. “ What abo ut the 
eco no mics inv o lv ed. There might be 
busing — and then what happens to 
the neighbo rho o d scho o l? " 


Trustee Ly le Briggs, the bo ard’s 
stro n gest adv o cate o f fundamental 
scho o l, said the dress co de and 
discip lin e po rtio ns o f the repo rt 
n eeded to be spelled o ut, and the fact 
the p ro gram wo uld be v o luntary . 


Bu t A1 McCo mbs, ano ther bo ard 
member, said, “ We co uld be wasting 
a lo t o f time arguing and battling 


o v er this. We can make a few 
changes but it wo uld be ’ ‘premature 
to go into the financing.” 


Bo ard President Augustine Tapia 
agreed, say ing “ Wed better get 
mo v ing o n this. Time is o f the es­ 
sence o r we’ll hav e to fo rget abo ut 
this fo r nex t y ear.” 


Briggs said as much info rmatio n 
as po ssible sho uld be mailed to par­ 
ents, so decisio ns can be based o n 
fact, “ no t heresay o r newspaper ac­ 
co unts.” 


He po inted o ut that 535 signatures 
o n petitio ns receiv ed by the district 
indicate eno ugh interest already in 
the fundamental scho o l. 


But Ward said. “ We do n’t kno w if 
the signatures weren’t a bunch o f 
kids.

Immediately after Judge Hall 
han ded do wn the restraining o rder in 
mid-February , the student-v eterans 
were jubilant, acco rding to Larry 
Ev an s, their spo kesman. Ho wev er, it 
ap p ears that few, if any students, 
hav e y et receiv ed checks. 
The su it, which is o fficially called 
Ro bert Dev ine (a v eteran) et al

the lo west pro spec­ 
tiv e bidder, CV Disp o sal Co ., co u n cil 
members decided 
they n eeded the additio n al time to 
digest the info rmatio n. 
“ We'v e en o u gh p ap er here to 
start o ur o wn refuse 
co llectio n ,” o n e co u n cil member 
mumbled. 
Up lan d City Man ager Lee Trav ers 
said the city is faced 
with a crisis n o w becau se o f the immediate need to spend 
$176,000 fo r a n ew electric digger u sed at the dispo sal site. 
In additio n , Trav ers rep o rted, 
the city will need to 
sp en d at least $35 0,000 in the n ex t 
three to fiv e y ears to 
acq u ire an additio n al disp o sal site. 
“City co sts are ex p ected to in crease 100 
per cent in the 
n ex t 10 y ears fo r refu se co llecito n ,” 
Trav ers said. “ This 
wo u ld be fro m the p resen t $34.8 0 p er 
y ear per ho use to 
o v er $67.60 p er y ear.” 
Sev en p riv ate co llectio n firms 
respo nded to the city ’s 
req u est fo r bids with CV bein g the mo st satisfacto ry . If 
accep ted, the firm wo u ld rebate 20 per cent o f Its fee to 
the city . 
Trav ers said the city wo u ld co ntinue to do the billing 
an d co llectin g fo r a p o rtio n o f the 20 
per cent rebate, but 
estimated that the city sho u ld realize abo ut $75 ,00 in sur­ 
p lu s fu n ds the first y ear. 
Bern ard J. Nash, p residen t o f CV 
Dispo sal Co ., said his 
firm already o p erates in sev eral 
area cities, Including 


Co ro na and much o f Orange Co unty . 
“ We will giv e the city a certified check co v ering the 
co mplete co st o f all equipment we acquire fro m Upland 
at the time the co ntract is signed, ” Nash said. In additio n 
to purchasing the ex isting city equipment fo r abo ut 
$205,000, Nash has agreed to hire city emplo y es in the 
co llectio n department who wish jo bs with his firm. 
This co uld be abo ut 18 men, acco rding to city figures. 
The stro ngest o ppo sitio n to the changing fro m a city - 
o perated refuse pro gram to a priv ate co ntracto r came 
fro m Jo hn Adams, a spo kesman fo r Lo cal 6 6 0, which 
represents the city emplo y es. 
Adams warned that so me cities which changed to 
priv ate co llecto rs “ hav e bad disasters” but he failed to 
elabo rate o n this claim. 
Mo st o f the members o f the audience, estimated at o v er 
100, ex pressed appro v al o f the pro gram being turned o v er 
to a priv ate co ntracto r 
Dudley Smith o f Upland, o ffered the city a pro po sal fo r 
a parallel-o peratio n pro gram, in which bo th the city and a 
priv ate firm co uld o perate. He represented co pies o f his 
pain to co uncil members fo r their co nsideratio n 
Fees in the priv ate co ntracto r pro gram wo uld be firm 
fo r the first two y ears under the co ntract, then any 
request fo r rate increases during the fiv e y ears co v ered 
by the co ntract wo uld hav e to be appro v ed by the City 
Co uncil, Nash said 
Trav ers added that the decisio n, o nce made, wo uld be 
almo st irrev ersible, because o nce the city dispo ses o f all 
o f its refuse co llectio n equipment, co sts o f replacement 
co uld o nly be met with a bo nd issue.

The closer the nation gets to the goals set by the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act. the harder it 
becomes — and the more it is costing. 
Spending for pollution abatement and control by 
business, consumers and* government in the United 
-States totalled $23 billion in 197 3, reports the 
Department of Commerce. This was an increase of 
18 per cent over the $19.5 billion spent in 1972 and 
the bulk of it — $13.2 billion — was spent by in­ 
dustry, and most of it went to combat water pollu­ 
tion. 
Figures for 1974 and 1975, when they become 
available, will no doubt show a continuing upward 
trend. According to the government’s Council on 
Environmental Quality, some industries will have 
to put 10 to 20 per cent of their total plant and equip­ 
ment investments into pollution control to meet ex­ 
isting federal laws. 
But not only is industry feeling a cost pinch. 
Municipalities were promised federal grants to 
cover 7 5 per cent of the capital cost of sewage treat­ 
ment systems. These grants were to have totalled 
$18 billion over the last three years. Congress, 
however, has released only $9 billion to date. 
Present indications are that 40 per cent of the 
nation’s municipalities and 10 per cent of industry 
may not be able to meet the Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency’s July, 197 7 , deadline for compliance 
with water quality standards. 
When Congress passed the amended Water Pollu­ 
tion Control Act, it set a series of progressively 
higher standards. If and when the 1977 standards 
are met, the nation will have achieved 90 per cent of 
all the water quality goals envisioned in the original 
bill. 
Already, however, there is a growing chorus of 
calls, not oniy from industry but from labor leaders 
and local politicians, for a relaxation of pollution 
control standards lest the nation s recovery from 
the recession be endangered. 
At least one business leader has suggested a more 
positive way of reducing the adverse economic im­ 
pact of pollution control laws in the area of water 
quality. F. Perry Wilson, chairman of Union Car­ 
bide Corp., proposes the creation of a “ Water 
Quality Board’’ which would evaluate the progress 
of each industry and municipality toward the goals 
of clean water and identify where those goals were 
not being met. 
“ Where the goal has been achieved,” he says, 
“ the board would require additional control only as 
necessary to maintain the quality level. Where the 
goal has not been achieved, it would identify the ad­ 
ditional technology that would have to be applied, 
determine its feasibility, and ascertain the 
desirability of the benefits expected.” 
Such an approach, he says, would avoid the un­ 
necessary cost of an automatic and sweeping stan­ 
dard by establishing realistic and economically 
justifiable goals. 
Another solution to the dilemma is through 
, technology itself — through “ second generation” 
water pollution control equipment — according to 
Ecodyne Corp. 
At a recent Pollution Control Roundtable, 
Ecodyne reported innovations which have sliced 
thousands of dollars off the initial capital cost of 
water treatment equipment as well as energy costs 
and still more in annual operating costs, which bet­ 
ter results in terms of water quality. 
The nation’s course over the next few years would 
thus seem to be, not to abandon the goal of “ swim- 
mable and fishable” water, but rather to make 
, haste slowly so that healthy water and healthy 
economy may both be realized.

Clarifying the issues 


Dear Editor: 
There are some things about the 
Claremont school board recall elec­ 
tion that need to be cleared up once 
and for all. Basic things that the 
recall forces keep repeating in their 
strange fashion. 


First, there was nothing sudden 
about the idea that an elementary 
school needed to be closed. Because 
of declining enrollment, it was first 
discussed as early as 1972 by the 
superintendent and the school board. 
In 1974, the superintendent recom­ 
mended to the board that a task force 
of citizens representing all areas of 
the Claremont school district be 
selected to make a study that would 
in essence determine which school 
should be closed. The task force in 


early 1975 rated all facilities and by a 
large majority placed Sycamore at 
the bottom - just as any similar 
group would have done. 
The school board - after several 
open meetings — then voted last 
June to close the Sycamore elemen­ 
tary program. After many more 
regular board meetings and several 
special sessions in 1975, at which the 
issue was openly discussed at length, 
the board reaffirmed in January of 
this year its earlier decision to ter­ 
minate the Sycamore program. Does 
that sound like precipitate or un­ 
responsive action without open dis­ 
cussion? 
The three members facing recall 
have served a combined total of 14 
years, all with a commendable 
record. According to recall accusa­ 
tions, this amount of exposure to 


school problems by the three board 
members should have reduced the 
entire program to shambles. It is 
now, strangely enough, in its 
healthiest state During toe last 14 
months, the entire school board has 
faced 359 motions. Of these, 349 were 
unanimously passed; five motions on 
relatively minor issues resulted hr 
split votes, as did five motions on 
Sycamore related issues. Does this 
indicate arbitrariness or insen­ 
sitivity as claimed by the recall 
forces? Does this sound as if these 
three ignored sound financial 
priorities? Does disagreement on 
one issue justify a recall election0 
Does this truly represent intellectual 
honesty by the recall forces? 
Or, perhaps, is something else — 
like gaining control of toe school 
board — really behind all this furor?

WASHINGTON - The Internal 
Revenue Service is conducting a 
quiet but exhaustive audit of the tax 
returns of Sen. Joseph Montoya, D.- 
N.M., whose subcommittee over­ 
sees the IRS budget. 
It will be the first time his taxes 
have been thoroughly audited since 
1950. Over this 25-year span, the 
senator has become a millionaire. 
The Justice Dept., meanwhile, has 
examined whether Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Donald Alexander 
intervened to block the auditing of 
Montoya s finances. The govern­ 
ment attorneys have serious 
reservations about Alexander s judg­ 
ment in toe Montoya affair, but they 
have recommended that he not be 
prosecuted. 
Secretary of the Treasury William 
Simon personally advised toe IRS to 
audit Montoya s tax returns. He 
made the suggestion pointedly after 
studying the results of two investi^*- 
tions, which he ordered last fall. 
One was conducted by the IRS, the 
other by Treasury general counsel 
Richard Albrecht following a 
Washington Post story that Alexan­ 
der had squashed the Montoya 
audits. 
Albrecht directed a painstaking 
study, involving more than 50 inter­ 
views, of Montoya’s returns and 
Alexander s actions. The findings 
were so detailed that the summary 
alone ran 64 pages The investiga­ 
tion produced little evidence of ac­ 
tual wrongdoing by Alexander, but 
the report cited numerous 
“ extenuating circumstances 
and 
“erroneous assumptions 
Montoya s 1972 returns for exam­ 
ple, raised questions that clearly 
called for an audit. Alexander held 
off, however, because Montoya had 
been appointed to the Senate Water­ 
gate Committee, which was 
investigating then-President Nixon’s 


misuse of toe IRS. Any probe of Mon­ 
toya at that time, Alexander decid­ 
ed, would look like retaliation. 
Nevertheless, Simon was so upset 
by the findings that he forwarded 
them to the Justice Dept He also 
called the IRS and urged strongly 
that the senator s tax returns be 
audited for the past three'years 
The IRS immediately began a 
major investigation of Montoya s 
1972 tax statement and also began 
checking the “ audit potential” of his 
1973 and 1974 returns. 
Footnote: Sen. Montoya told us he 
had not been notified that his tax re­ 
turns were being audited. But he 
emphasized: “ I do not fear an 
audit.” Then he added that he plan­ 
ned a “ thorough investigation” of 
IRS harassment of taxpayers “from 
California to New York.” 
AGNEW QUESTIONED: Spiro 
Agnew, the deposed Vice President, 
has been questioned behind dosed 
doors by the Senate Intelligence 
Committee about his role in J. Ed­ 
gar Hoovers’ vendetta against civil 
rights leaders and black militants. 
A memo turned up in the late FBI 
director’s files reporting that Agnew 
had solicited information about Dr. 
Martin Luther King’s disciples, the 
Black Panthers and others on Hoov­ 
ers’ hate list. 
The committee concluded after a 
brief investigation that Agnew 
hadn't participated in the Hoover 
campaign but had received FBI in­ 
formation on individuals Hoover 
considered to be un-American. Ap­ 
parently, the FBI chief wanted 
Agnew to use the FBI information to 
mount public attacks on these in­ 
dividuals. 
Senate investigators confronted 
Agnew with these charges last Oc­ 
tober and arranged to question him 
in his office in Crofton. Md. He was 
interviewed by committee counsel 
Lester Sidel in the presence of 


Agnew attorney Judah Best 
The former Vice President stated 
unequivocally that Hoover’s memo 
was wrong about the original ap­ 
proach. Agnew insisted he hadn't 
solicited FBI information from 
Hoover but that Hoover had 
approached him 
As Agnew recalled it, Hoover con­ 
tacted him shortly after he took of­ 
fice in 1969 and kept calling him 
sometimes several times a week. 
Agnew agreed with toe old FBI cur­ 
mudgeon about the black militants 
and other radicals. He was also 
disturbed over the black miliiant 
comic book that admonished 
children to “ kill the pigs,” meaning 
to murder police. 
At first, Hoover spoke only of 
enlisting Agnew in a public cam­ 
paign against terrorists but then 
began offering information on in­ 
dividuals, including nonradical black 
leaders such as Dr Ralph Aber­ 
nathy. 
Agnew explained that he expressed 
an interest in seeing anything useful 
and the FBI date began to arrive in 
his office. He handled it as top-secret 
material, although most of it con­ 
sisted of old newspaper clips and 
court records, he said 
The ex-Vice President insisted that 
he had not used the material to at­ 
tack Hoover's civil rights enemies 
The committee s investigation also 
indicated that Agnew had no 
knowledge of the FBI’s illicit opera­ 
tions against the black militants. 
Footnote: 
Agnews attorney, 
Judah Best, said Hoover’s contention 
that Agnew made the first approach 
wasn’t true. The Hoover memo was 
obviously intended to cover toe FBI 
chief in case his gambit with toe 
Vice President was discovered, Best 
suggested. As for any Agnew 
involvement with dirty tricks against 
civil rights leaders, Best said this 
was “just stuff and nonsense.”

Co lle g e s se rve 
as fa rm clu b s

Those who find modern education coming up short, with 
high school students unable to spell or read and college 
grads unable to find work, would not think it so surprising 
if they looked critically at those in charge. 
As public school administrators keep demanding more 
and more tax dollars it becomes clear they lack that rare 
faculty so erroneously called common sense. Wrapped up 
in their lofty pursuit of education and academic freedom, 
they have failed to incorporate, in their management, the 
principles of business which are essential to success. Un­ 
fortunately this seems also to be true, to an extent, in the 
private colleges in financial straits. 
An example of the absence of business enterprise in the 
colleges is the failure to capitalize on the assets 
represented in their athletic programs. In football alone 
they have a virtual goldmine which remains untapped 
Back in 1973 this column pointed out the colleges were 
missing a great bet by not adopting a system wbereby 
they would benefit from college athletes entering profes­ 
sional sports. The idea being that the colleges should be 
reimbursed for serving as farm clubs for professional 
sports. 
In former years college stars were recruited individual­ 
ly by the giving of bonus payments for signing with the 
professionals. But toe organized clubs got tired of bidding 
against each other and, in a moment of great inspiration, 
devised the draft system. Thereafter collegiates desirous 
of turning pro were compelled to submit to the dratt. 
Netther the player nor the college which developed him 
receives one dime for the signing. Once having acquired 
the “property” for free, any subsequent change oi 
ownership is accompanied by substantial changes of cash 
Recently the national columnist Ernest Curneo, com 
menting on the same subject observed, “ For all practical 
purposes toe owners of professional sports teams have 
succeeded in turning the entire U.S. educational system 
into minor league farms for the production ot 
superatoletes.” He suggested a gate tax on ail profes­ 
sional sporting events to be distributed to toe colleges. 
Another voice in the same vein has now emerged. This 
is H.B. Fox, a noted writer of humor, who syndicates a 
more serious column in some 59 Texas newspapers and 
others around the country. 
“Colleges, in short,” he writes, "are being made 
monkeys of. They spend millions of dollars getting teams 
together that’ll attract millions of spectators, then stamp 
the stars with degrees and turn them over, absolutely tree 
of charge, to a handful of professionals who clean up with 
them for the next ten years.” He proposes the colleges 
start their own professional leagues. 
While the gate tax would appear to be a simple means 
to raise revenue for college programs the distribution ot 
the funds would create problems and no surety that the 
producers of stars would benefit in direct ratio to effort. 
And, if past demonstrations of business acumen is any 
criteria, college professional leagues would seem beyond 
their capabilities. 
A better and much simpler way for the colleges to cash 
in on their athletic programs might be for them to band 
together and adopt their own reserve clauses Thereafter 
the professional leagues would have to deal with them 
Whoever gave the professionals the right to appropriate 
the stars through the draft? 
Buying toe players from the colleges would still be far 
cheaper than operating their own farm clubs and the 
players would lose nothing since they get nothing now for 
signing 
This plan would at least reimburse the colleges for their 
expenses and the education of the players most of whom 
now ride free on scholarships and might even become 
profitable for the colleges

WASHINGTON - Alabama Gov 
George Wallace is a demagogue, 
former Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter 
is too smooth and Sen. Henry Jack­

President Ford is uninspiring and 
former California Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan is too far right. Those are some 
of the impressions, right or wrong. 
America has of this year’s presiden­ 
tial candidates. That, unfortunately, 
is also the basis many voters will use 
in selecting their favorite 
Every four years there is a na­ 
tional referendum which should give 
a clear picture of the people's 
wishes.

If a candidate has a wholesome 
smile and a winning appearance it 
doesn't matter that he knows beans 
about the defense budget or toe 
economic situation. At least that has 
been the case in toe past. 
This election year, alter 200 years 
as a nation, may provide us with the 
best look at the candidates and their 
positions. The six remaining, for 
now, viable candidates in both the 
Republican and Democratic races 
present a golden opportunity for 


Americans to choose the future path 
our government will follow. 
They span toe entire political spec­ 
trum from Wallace on toe right to 
Rep. Morris Udall on toe left. Voters 
armed with toe facts have a chance 
to make an educated choice. A 
choice uncluttered by the emotional 
issues that have dominated our poli­ 
tics for nearly 29 years 
There is no Vietnam, no civil 
rights issues, no Watergate to turn 
the voters head. The only issues are 
the vital economic and social ques­ 
tions. Questions that may not in­ 
spire passion, but are essential to our 
nation.

DEAR DR LAMB - I need y ou r 
help. I hav e cirrhosis of the liv er and 
can't find ou t any thing abou t it. I am 
76 y ears old . female and hav e nev er 
u sed alcohol in any form. The d octor 
said my liv er is one-half larger than 
normal. While I was hospitalized 
they d id a biopsy to ex amine the 
liv er. I am 5-feet-4 and weight 150 
pou nd s and hav e had arthritis for 35 
y ears. Does cirrhosis shorten one’s 
life? Can it be arrested 0 Is any 
special d iet helpfu l? What are the 
sy mptoms? Wou ld taking iron cap­ 
su les ov er a period of three y ears 
cau se cirrhosis? Shou ld I take any 
special med icine for it0 I only take 
Ind ocin for arthritis now, 
DEAR READER - C irrhosis 
refers to scarring of the liv er. The 
scar tissu e replaces normal liv er 
cells 
The liv er may be enlarged 
d epend ing on the ty pe of cirrhosis 
and the stage It’s in or It may actu al­ 
ly be small and contracted 
In­ 
d iv id u als who d rink lots of alcohol 
commonly d ev elop liv er d isease 
lead ing to cirrhosis, bu t many people 
with cirrhosis, like y ou . hav e nev er 
tou ched a d rop of alcohol 
Cirrhosis of the liv er can be cau sed 
by a v ariety of infections, possibly 
ev en v iral hepatitis. It can also be 


cau sed by ob stru c tion of the 
d rainage oil bile from the liv er as 
seen with gall blad d er d isease It 
may also be associated with certain 
nu tritional problems 
The effect of cirrhosis d epend s on 
how mu ch d amage to liv er fu nction it 
cau ses. The liv er has a wid e safety 
range for its fu nctions Mild d amage 
may not hav e any significant impact 
u pon an ind iv id u al s health. When 
sy mptoms d o occu r, they are more 
often related to fatigu e or mild 
sy mptoms of ind igestion If the liv er 
is bad ly d amaged with lots of scarr­ 
ing that replaces too many liv er cells 
then seriou s changes can occu r 
These inclu d e seriou s interference 
with m etabolism of y ou r food , 
changes in the blood proteins which 
mav lead to accu mu lation of enor­ 
mou s amou nts of flu id in the ab­ 
d ominal cav ity , loss of appetite and 
ev en bod y wasting becau se of the in­ 
terference with m etabolism and 
nu trition 


A well-balanced , relativ ely high 
protein, high carbohy d rate d iet with 
plentv of v itamins is helpfu l in su p­ 
porting patients with cirrhosis of the 
liv er.

Y ou r 
cirrhosis is probably u nrelated to 
y ou r arthritis or the med icines y ou 
hav e been taking for it.

WASHINGTON (A P) - 
All assets transferred 
between husband and wife 
would be completely ex­ 
cluded from federal estate 
and gift taxes under a Ford 
administration 
proposal 
now before Congress. 
The proposal is part of a 
package of suggested 
changes in the federal es­ 
tate and gift-tax laws 
presented to House Ways 
and Means Committee by 
Assistant Treasury Secre­ 
tary Charles M. Walker. 
Walker told the commit­ 
tee that, if approved, the 


total plan would ultimately 
result in a loss to the 
government — and a sav­ 
ings to taxpayers — of $1.6 
billion. 
“ This includes $500 
million annually for an un­ 
limited deduction under 
which a ll tra n sfe rs 
between spouses would be 
completely excluded from 
the estate and gift taxes,” 
Walker said. 
“ Such a rule best com­ 
ports with the way most 
couples manage their 
property and would sub­ 
stantially simplify the es- 


tate tax law and the 
administration of estates,” 
he told the committee. 
Under present iaw, only 
half the value of a gift from 
one living spouse to the 
other is taxfree. Likewise, 
the estate tax, imposed at 
death, allows the surviving 
spouse to deduct no more 
than half the “¿idjusted 
gross estate.” Thik means 
the over-all estate minus 
such 
things 
as ad­ 
ministrative expenses. 
Walker said these provi­ 
sions of the law are 
“ subject to criticism ” 


because many fam ilies 
“ rightfully regard their 
pro perty 
as 
being 
generated by their com­ 
bined efforts and, thus, 
‘ours’ rather than ‘his’ or 
hers. ” This is particular­ 
ly true of checking and sav­ 
ings accounts, jointly held 
stocks and the fam ily 
residence. Walker added 
“ As a result, they often 
transfer property from 
separate ownership to joint 
ownership or community 
ownership without paying 
much attention to the legal 
change in ownership. ” 


In addition to this $500 
m illio n loss to the 
Treasury, Walker said, 
there would be an addi­ 
tional $1.1-million loss 
from the rest of the 
package, which includes: 
—Raising the current 
estate-tax exemption from 
$60,000 to $150,000 over five 
years in $18,000 incre­ 
ments. 
-Changing the rate to a 
flat 30 per cent on the first 
$100.000 of a taxable estate 
At present, estate rates 
graduate from 3 per cent of 
the first $5,000 to a max­ 


imum of 77 per cent on an 
estate exceeding $10 
million. The top-rate level 
would be retained in Ford’s 
plan. 
—Stretching out the 
estate-tax payment period 
to make it easier to con­ 
tinue family ownership of a 
small farm or business 
following the death of a 
substantial owner. Now, 
there is a 10-year annual 
installment period. Under 
Ford’s plan, no payment 
would be required for five 
years; after that, 20 years 
would be allowed for full

PA RIS (AP) - France s 
dreams of billions of extra 
dollars in trade revenue 
resulting from its pro-Arab 
foreign policy has been 
badly shattered. In ­ 
vestigations are now under 
way to find out what went 
wrong 
The answer that may 
come back to President 
Valery’ Giscard d’Estaing 
from the Foreign Trade 
Ministry he charged with 
explaining where the non­ 
m ilitary contracts were 
lost could be deeply em­ 
barrassing. 
A French source close to 
the investigation said in- 


itial indications showed : 
—That French p oliti­ 
cians dealing directly with 
Arab countries, either 
deliberately distorted for 
borne consumption, or mis­ 
understood despite expert 
technical advice, the 
Arabs’ com m ercial in­ 
tentions. 
—That French manufac­ 
turers, convinced by 
government publicity that 
they were the Arabs’ 
privileged friends, may 
have padded their con­ 
tract bids out of com­ 
petitive range on the as­ 
sumption that political pull 
would make up the dif- 


f ere nee for them 
The most striking exam­ 
ple of France's difficulties, 
the informant said, was the 
loss recently of a billion 
dollar contract for the 
co nstru ctio n 
of 
a 
petrochemical complex in 
Iraq to the German- 
American Thyssen-Lussom 
group After visits to Iraq 
and conciliatory political 
statements by Prem ier 
Jacques Chirac, the con­ 
tract was expected to go to 
the French Creusot-Loire 
Industries Group. In fact,

The claims of contracts 
and agreements in princi­ 
ple with the Arab world 
and the oil exporting 
countries go back to early

openly courting the Arab 
nations and the members 
of the Organization of 
Petroleum 
Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 
A series of high-level 
visits, notably to Saudi 
Arabia, Iraq, and Iran. 


followed. The pattern was 
generally the same. The 
visitor would sign a 
political communique in 
which France would lean 
closer to the Arab cause 
than any of its allies On 
returning home, the press 
was told about the 
remarkable contracts for 
French capital goods that 
would grow out of the new 
friendship. 
Both Saudi Arabia and 
Iraq, French officials said, 
were to purchase French 
nuclear facilities. Neither 
has done so. Iran, said the 
government, 
was to 
employ France to build a 


subway in Tehran, the 
capital of Iran The project 
has not advanced. After 
that agreements had been 
reached for about $4 5 
billion in contracts and 
that France will become 
Iran’s No 1 supplier. 
But figures of the Organ­ 
ization for Econom ic 
Cooperation and Develop­ 
ment (OECD), the group 
making up the major non- 
Communist industrial pow­ 
ers, show that France in 
1975 was the fourth largest 
exporter to Iran, behind 
Japan, the United States 
and West Germany — the 
same position it held the 


previous year. 
Records from the OECD 
show something even mere 
striking in that countries 
which were criticized by 
the Arabs as being pro- 
Israel, such as the United 
States, Holland, West Ger­ 
many and Sweden, actually 
have improved their 
nonmilitary trade with the 
Middle East more than the 
French. The statistics in­ 
dicate this is even true for 
the nine-nation Common 
Market as a whole.

A French trade official, 
asked to comment about

D E A R D R. BRO T H ­ 
ERS: My wife is a beauti­ 
ful woman — in fact, she 
won a beauty contest and 
that’s how I met her. We 
have two lovely teenaged 
daughters and I ’m trying 
to convince one of them to 
go into modeling. I have a 
friend who could be help­ 
ful in starting her on a very 
lucrative career. When I 
casually mentioned this 
plan to my wife, she prac­ 
tically went through the 
roof. I was amazed be­ 
cause she’s generally not 
ill-tempered. 
My simple 
suggestion was almost 
enough to make her rush to 
file for divorce. When I 
tried to get her to explain 
her feelings, she refused to 
discuss them, intimating 
that if I didn’t know, I was 
too dumb to understand. I 
w asn’t suggesting my 
daughter become a prosti­ 
tute, after all. Am I as 
dumb as my wife seems to 
think? - G.V. 
Dear G.V.: I think your 
wife may have overreact­ 
ed because she feels that 
her beauty played too 
important a role in her own 
youth. It may have pre­ 
vented her from pursuing 
other interests and goals. 
Many tim es when the 


beautiful woman reaches 
middle age, she feels she 
has been used by others 
and appreciated not for 
herself but merely as an 
object of beauty. 
Because of the tremen- 
ouds emphasis we place on 
appearance, many find it 
difficult to recognize each 
human being for his own 
special inner qualities and 
worth. The woman who is 
valued only, or primarily, 
for her beauty, comes to 
value herself in the same 
way. The result is that she 
frequently suffers from 
feelings of inadequacy, and 
becomes dependent on the 
esteem of others for her 
self-esteem. 
When you consider the 
great beauties of the 
world, from the mythical 
Helen of Troy to Marilyn 
Monroe, you get a clear 
picture of the tragedy. 
Marilyn Monroe was used 
as an object by many peo­ 
ple. Seen as a commodity 
to be used and exchanged, 
she cared so little for her­ 
self, she took her own life. 
Women who have been 
appreciated only for their 
beauty often go into suici­ 
dal declines when it begins 
to fade, for they feel they 
have nothing else to offer. 


I feel it is very import­ 
ant for your wife to be able 
to talk out her feelings on 
this subject. I suggest that 
you encourage her to do so 
by convincing her that you 
want to change your atti­ 
tudes which may be short­ 
sighted. Let her know you 
are quite open to her views 
on the subject Since she 
seems to feel intensely 
about her past, she should 
air her feelings so they 
won’t cloud your relation­ 
ship. 
Your wife may be able to 
make your daughters’ lives 
easier if she shares her 
experiences with them. Ul­ 
timately, of course, your 
daughters should make 
their own career deci­ 
sions. I think it would be of 
tremendous help if some­ 
one could point out that 
there are many options 
open to them. They should 
not base any decision as 
important as a choice of 
profession on the fact that 
they happen to be beauti­ 
ful because beauty fades 
after a relatively brief 
period of time. Try to en­ 
courage your daughters not 
to neglect other more 
enduring qualities, such as, 
intelligence, character and 
compassion.

Some hard facts on energy regulations and the consumer 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
Switch on the gas stove, 
start the car, turn down the 
heat from the oil furnace. 
These everyday activities 
are all touched by the 
federal energy regulators. 
From the price on the 
gasoline pump to how 
warm a home is in winter, 
the regulators’ decisions 
a ffe ct the costs and 
availability of energy in 
this country. 
And, in d irectly, the 
energy regulators’ deci­ 
sions affect the surf and 
sand of a summer va­ 
cation and the purity of the 
air. 
The energy regulators, 
created to shield con­ 
sum ers from industry 
abuses and monopoly price 
gouging, make up a major 
portion of Washington’s 
alphabet soup — FPC , 
FEA . NRC, BLM . EPA , 
FTC, ICC. 
From the consumers’ 
level, federal regulators 
seem to have little impact. 
None of the federal energy , 
regulators has a direct con­ 
sumer price authority like 
the C iv il Aeronautics 
Board does on airline 
fares. Such visible con­ 
sumer impact is wielded 
by 
s ta te 
and 
lo c a l 
regulators — mostly utility 
commissions. 
But fed eral energy 
regulators play a role in 
setting base prices for oil 
and natural gas and in 
providing incentives for 
marketing some types of 
energy. 
Industry critics blame 
federal agencies in part for 
recent energy shortages 
and warn of more severe 
shortages to come unless 
regulatory policies are 
changed. 
Although these broad 
charges do not always 
withstand close scrutiny, 
they do cast a harsh light 
on one fact — energy 
regulations have a cost. 
NATURAL GAS 
Perhaps the single most 
co n tro versia l 
energy 
regulation today is the 
F e d e ra l Pow er Com ­ 
mission's control of prices 
charged for natural gas by 
producers to interstate 
pipelines 
The nation is faced with 
a growing shortage of 
natural gas. which industry 
spokesmen repeatedly 
blame on “ 22 years of 
federal regulation.” 
In fact, there is evidence 
the shortage had other im ­ 
portant causes: heavy in­ 
dustry promotion of gas 
usage, d isap p o in tin g 
production from overrated 
fields and the shift of 
exploration in the 1960s 
from the United States to 
the Middle East and other 
low-cost areas. 
But the accu sation 
against federal regulation 
has gained legitimacy in 
recent years as inflation 
accelerated drilling costs. 


The wheels of federal 
regulation grind slowly. By 
the time the FPC is ready 
to authorize price in­ 
creases, costs may have 
soared even higher. 


For example, Pennzoil 
Producing Co. asked the 
FPC in 1973 to approve 
natural gas sales at 47 
cents per thousand cubic 
feet. But the commission 
balked, demanding actual 
cost figures. 


Two years later, after 
studying the figures, an 
FPC examiner concluded 
Pennzoii really needed 65 
r>onl« a thnnaand But. bv 


then, the company wanted 
80 cents. 
Price increases granted 
in recent years by the FPC 
for gas at the well have 
shown up later as price in­ 
creases on the home­ 
owner’s gas bill. But such 
federally approved hikes 
are not even the major fac­ 
tor in soaring gas bills. 
Industry statistics show 
that, since 1969, the 
national average price of 
natural gas at the well has 
added about $30 to the av­ 
erage annual gas bill. But, 
in the same period, the 
average bill has actually 
jumped a total of $82. 
This means about two- 
thirds of the increased 
prices paid by gas con­ 
sumers reflect increases in 
costs all down the dis­ 
tribution system and not 
just the wellhead price 
rises. 
The industry complains 
that federal regulation 
sim ply cannot adjust 
prices quickly and fairly 
- enough to stimulate all out 
exploration for new gas 
supplies. 
And the nation does face 
a deepening shortage of 
natural gas — temporarily 
disguised this winter by a 
slow economy, availability 
of substitute fuels and mild 
weather. 
The Fed eral Energy 
Administration estimated 


gas supplies were 11 per 
cent below needs in 1975 
and projected a 16 per cent 
shortage for this year — a 
shortfall that might not be 
cushioned again by the 
economy or the weather. 
The industry’s solution is 
for Congress to end federal 
price regulation of natural 
gas. 
If the industry is right, 
the consumer w ill pay 
more for gas — perhaps a 
lot more — but a reliable 
supply will be assured. 
But what if the industry 
is wrong0 


OIL 
In the 1950’s, Arab 
oil was cheaper than 
U.S. oil, and the domestic 
producers wanted pro­ 
tection against a raid on 
their customers. They got 
it in 1959 when President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower im­ 
posed a quota limiting oil 
imports. 
But domestic oil produc­ 
tion has dwindled until the 
United States now depends 
on foreign sources for 
nearly 40 per cent of its oil, 
the dependency that made 
the 1973 Arab oil embargo 
possible. 
Some industry spokes­ 
men now blame the qu­ 
ota system , 
im posed 
for their protection, for 
driving dom estic pro­ 
duction down! 


They say the quota 
system was not tight 
enough, that it let in too 
much foreign oil. And they 
say the threat of larger 
quotas was used to keep 
domestic producers from 
raising their prices higher, 
and earning the profits 
they claim were needed for 
exploration at home. 
The 
quotas 
were 
removed in 1973 because 
the nation simply needed 
all the oil imports it could 
get. 
But while they lasted, 
did the quotas protect con­ 
sumer from high prices, or 
did 
they discourage 
domestic supply and set 
him up for even higher 
prices once the foreign 
producer's cartel was in 
the driver's seat? 
Another dilemma of 
energy regulation. 
Environment vs. Energy 
C r it ic s 
c la im 
e n ­ 
vironmental rules conflict 
with maximum use of 
available fuels. 
But the facts sometimes 
suggest a different in­ 
terpretation 
Sin c e 
the 
1930's, 
autom obile 
gasoline 
mileage has deteriorated 
with heavier cars, more 
p o w erfu l 
engin es, 
automatic 
transmissions. 


air conditioning and a 
variety of power acces­ 
sories. 
Early antipollution con­ 
trols contributed to a 
slump in average mileage 
from 15.5 miles per gallon 
in 1967 models to 13.9 in the 
1974 cars. 
But with the stricter 
antipollution 
standards, 
“ catalytic converters” and 
a wave of smaller cars, 
m ileage has improved 
rapidly to 15.6 miles per 
gallon in 1975 and an 
average 17.6 in the 1976 
models, EPA reports. 
And federal law now 
requires cars to average 18 
miles per gallon for 1978 
models, 19 mpg for 1979, 20 
for 1980 and 27.5 for 1985 
models. 
Other environmental 
regulations also affect the 
energy area. 
For example, the Coast 
Guard has rules about the 
operations of tankers. 
These include lim its on 
pumping out ships’ bilge 
tanks, a major source of 


the spilled oil that washes 
up on beaches. 
And the Interior Depart­ 
ment has safety regula­ 
tions on offshore drilling 
designed to avoid the type 
of disastrous blowout and 
spill that coated the 
beaches of Santa Barbara 
Whatever its cause, the 
energy crisis that erupted 
with the Arab oil embargo 
of October 1973 has forced 
the U.S. government into 
even g rea ter energy 
regulation. 
N uclear power, the 
newest m ajor energy 
source, was a government 
offspring from the start 
and remains perhaps the 
most thoroughly regulated 
of them all. The Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Commission 
(NRC) regulates nuclear 
power plants and their 
fuels. 
Oil. gas, coal, uranium, 
geothermal steam, 
oil 
shale — all are regulated 
by the Interior Department 
whether they are produced 
on federal land or the 


federal offshore areas 
beyond the 3-mile limit of 
state jurisdictions. 
Many other agencies 
have responsibilities in the 
energy area which do not 
deal directly with prices or 
availability at the con­ 
sumer level. 
For example, the Justice 
D epartm ent and the 
Federal Trade Com mi s- 


sion share the respon­ 
sibility for seeing that 
energy companies do not 
violate antitrust laws and 
raise prices to consumers 
in a monopolistic manner 
And the Interstate Com­ 
m erce 
C o m m issio n 
oversees hauling rates for 
coal on the railroads and 
for some petroleum prod­ 
ucts in tank trucks.

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Many state cities launch 'grow slow' campaigns 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Many California cities 
which once thought the 
population explosion was 
the -«ext best thing to 
sunshine have embarked 
on a “ grow slow” cam­ 
paign to protect their 
lifestyle. They want to end 
the developers' gold rush. 
Bedroom communities 
around San Francisco and 
Los Angeles are finding 
that their ambitious 
general plans of the 1960s 
are causing unbearable 
growing pains in the 1970s. 
They are reacting with 
building quotas, re­ 
strictive zoning and 
environmental 
impact 
studies. 
Many are applauding a 
landmark U.S. Supreme 
Court decision Feb. 23 up­ 
holding a growth control 
plan in Petaluma north of 
San Francisco. The case 
was considered a test of 
the power of communities 
to curb development and 
could lead to a flurry of 
city ordinances aimed at 
slowing down California’s 
building boom. 
Petaluma, the self-pro­ 
claimed “ Egg Basket of 
the World,” took the lead 
in 1972 when its city coun­ 
cil decided that the basket 
was too crowded — sewers 
were overflowing, garbage 
co llectors 
were 
overworked and other city 
services were-beginmng to 
suffer. 
The council adopted a 
five-year plan that 
restricted new home con­ 
struction to 500 a year. It 
was promptly challenged 
by developers and a group 
of trade associations in 


Petalum a, but a lower 
court decision upheld the 
growth control plan and 
subsequent appeals failed 
all the way to the Supreme 
Court. 
“ W e’re very elated 
because the court has up­ 
held the city’s right to 
determine its own des­ 
tiny,” said Assistant City 
Manager David Breniger 
of Petaluma. “ This has im­ 
plications not only for our 
small town of 32,000 people 
but for all 400 cities in 
California.” 
John F. Henning, ex­ 
ecutive 
secretary- 
treasurer of the California 
Labor Federation repre­ 
senting about 1.7 million 
workers, predicted the 
Petaluma decision will in­ 
crease unemployment in 
the building trades and 
hinder racial minorities 
seeking to escape city 
slums. 
But the ruling was 
heartening to Corona, a 
community of 30,000 in 
Riverside County, which 
has a similar quota system 
lim iting new home and 
apartment construction to 
450 units a year. 
The “ urgency o r­ 
dinance,” as it is called, 
went into effect early in 
February. Two days later 
all the building permits 
were snapped up. There is 
now a waiting list for next 
year’s quota, and the city 
is under strong pressure 
from developers to rescind 
the measure. 
“ The urgency ordinance 
is an interim stopgap until 
we complete a review of 
our general plan and come 
up with a permanent 


growth 
management 
program,” said Corona 
Planning Director William 
K ettem an. 
“ Sewer 
capacity is a big problem. 
We don’t want to keep peo­ 
ple out, we’re just con­ 
cerned about how we re go­ 
ing to grow and provide the 
necessary breathing room 
for our population. ” 
Ketteman explained that 
25 per cent of Corona’s 
general plan area consists 
of citrus groves, eagerly 
eyed by subdividers who 
have been affected by 
development curbs in 
neighboring Orange 
County. 
“ We have two camps of 
citrus growers: some want 
to sell out to the developers 
and some want to preserve 
the land for agricultural 
use,” he said. “ The pres­ 
sures are enormous.” 
None of the cities in 
Orange County has an o r­ 
d in a n c e 
specifically 
limiting growth, but all 
employ a variety of more 
circumspect measures in­ 
dicating an official “ grow 
slow” policy. 
San Juan Capistrano, 
population 13,653, had a 
m oratorium on new 
development a year ago 
but has since rescinded the 
measure and is accepting 
new building applications. 


The general plan was 
scaled down from an old 
population projection of 
88.000 to 42,000 by the end 
of this century. 
City voters also were 
asked to contribute 10 
cents of their tax dollar to 
purchase 2,000 acres of 
agricultural preserve 
around 
San 
Ju an 
Capistrano in a recent city 
council election. 
Planning D ire cto r 
Robert Joseph of Laguna 
Beach, population 16,000, 
said his community was 
under “ tremendous pres­ 
sure” to develop canyons 
and ridges presently 
designated as a green belt 
because of their natural 
beauty and drainage func­ 
tions 
“ But nature helps us,” 
he added. “ There’s not 
much buildable land left by 
our definition, we re very 
critical of these proposals 
and we’re fighting like hell 
to keep our green belt 
together. Laguna has been 
very interested with the 
court proceedings involv­ 
ing Petaluma and is very 
happy with the outcome.” 
Laguna Beach has estab­ 
lished a Green Belt Fund to 
acquire some of the 10.000 
acres of open land current­ 
ly in private ownership, 
and thus reduce the risk of 


property owners who 
might be tempted to sell 
out to subdividers. 
Irvine, population 36,000, 
has a “ phased growth 
plan” with three options 
for development after 1980 
The maximum plan calls 
for a population of 350,000, 
the minimum option envi­ 
sions 190,000, and senior 
planner Melvin Roop 
predicts: “ Without a doubt 
the high growth option w ill 
not be selected.” 
Irvine has a point system 


for issuing building per­ 
m its where developers 
have to meet water, sewer, 
fire protection, police and 
road requirements. City at­ 
torneys are currently 
studying ways to add 
schools to the list 
The “ grow slow” cam­ 
paign of the bedroom com­ 
munities has generated in­ 
terest in other coastal 
cities outside the Los 
Angeles and San Francisco 
regions, and is also moving 
inland.

Certifica­ 
tion of all U.S. chefs is one 
of the goals of Bosnjak, 
newly-elected president of 
the 6000-member Ameri­ 
can Culinary Federation 
(ACF). He also hopes to 


elevate the status of the 
chef in America to the pro­ 
fessional level a chef en­ 
joys in Europe. 
The International Culin­ 
ary Competition provides 
an excellent opportunity to 
promote the U.S. chef at 
home and abroad. Master 
chefs from 25 countries 
around the world will com­ 
pete for medals in the 


preparation of native dish­ 
es and cold food displays. 
As U.S. Team manager, 
Bosnjak will serve on the 
main judging panel with 
representatives from Italy, 
England and Germany 
throughout the eight-day 
contest. 
The competition has be­ 
come a measure of trends 
in world cuisine and dining 


practices, “ and it’s my im­ 
pression,” Bosnjak states, 
“ that the time will soon 
come when people w ill 
take more time to eat and 
w ill enjoy them selves 
more. Fast feeding will 
give way,” he added, “ to a 
more pleasurable dining 
experience.’’ 
In addition to his respon­ 
sibilities to the ACF and to 


the Team. Bosnjak is still a 
“ working” chef who en­ 
joys experimenting with 
new recipes in his kitchen 
at the Oakmont Country 
Club near Pittsburgh, Pa. 
In fact, he is already plan­ 
ning for the 10,000 meals 
per day he w ill be serving 
during the 1978 PGA Tour­ 
nament to be held on Oak- 
mont’s golf course. 


Chicken is one of the best 
buys in the butcher shop to­ 
day, which has encouraged 
American poultry farmers 
to raise some 2 billion of 
the birds a year. It is also 
one of the most versatile 
foods and can be prepared 
in countless ways to fit all 
pocketbooks. They range 
from the frozen fried 
chicken sold in every 
supermarket to Supreme 
Volaille, a costly creation 
of chicken breasts, pate de 
fois, truffles and Madeira 
wine. 
Chicken has a lot of other 
things going for it. 
Nutritionists tell us that 
the bird has a protein con­ 
tent that no red meat ex­ 
ceeds and few equal. 
And since it is short- 
fibered, the fowl is easy to 
digest, which makes it 
valuable in the diets of 
older people, or anyone 
with a delicate stomach. 
Chicken also offers 
encouragement to those 
fighting poundage. Com­ 
pared to most meats, it 
ranks at the bottom of the 
calorie chart. A three- 
ounce portion of skinless, 
broiled chicken breast con­ 
tains only 115 calories and, 
even with the skin on, 
totals only 185. The 
equivalent weight of 
ground beef at most 
butchers averages out at 
245 calories. 
Most important perhaps, 
chicken has an extremely 
low fat content, and 64 per 
cent of the fat it does con­ 
tain is unsaturated. This 
makes it a natural for 
those on low cholesterol 
diets 
Chicken is said to have 
first been discovered by 
man 50 centuries ago in the 
jungles of southeast Asia 
where the bird roamed 
wild 
By 1400 
B.C. the 
Chinese were raising the 
bird domestically and 
gradually it was grown 
around the world as people 
discovered its flavorsome 
qualities. 
The early settlers 
brought chickens to the 
American colonies in 1607. 
A few years later, the bird 
was the main course of a 
meal served to General 
Lafayette, who according 
to reports of the day 
polished off a plateful. 
Chicken was regarded as 
a luxury until the 1930s 
when we developed the 
broiler industry and 
modem production meth­ 
ods. 
Here is a fairly simple 
way of cooking chicken.

Q. WHAT TESTS ARE USED TO FIND OUT 
WHETHER A CHILD IS WELL-NOURISHED? 
A. Fo ur majo r kinds o f measurements are used to as­ 
sess nutritio nal status: 
1. Anthro po metric — that is, the taking o f physical 
measurements (anthro meaning man and metric meaning 
measure). These measurements include height, weight, 
skinfo ld thickness, and o thers. 
2. Bio chem ica l determinatio n o f nutrients o r 
metabo lites in the blo o d, urine, and o ther tissues — that 
is, chemio ally analyzing the blo o d, urine, and o ther tis­ 
sues to see what nutrients o r substances are present in 
and being circulated thro ugho ut the bo dy, and to see ho w 
the bo dy has bro ken do wn the fo o d eaten, and what sub­ 
stances it has created. 
3. Dietary intake — taking a reco rd o f all fo o ds eaten 
by the perso n. 
4. Clinical assessment — an evaluatio n by physicians, 
dentists, etc., at the physical examinatio n. 
Q. HEALTH FOOD STORES SAY THAT APRICOT 
KERNELS ARE VERY NUTRITIOUS. ARE THEY? 
A. Aprico t kernels canno t be reco mmended as a so urce 
o f nutrients. Aprico t kernels, apple and pear seeds, 
cherry, plum and peach pits all co ntain a cyano genic 
glyco side called amygdalin. During digestio n, amygdalin 
releases hydro cyanic acid — a co mpo und that can be to x­ 
ic in excessive amo unts. Ho w much is to o much? A tiny 
bit may be to xic to o ne perso n while a larger amo unt may 
no t be no ticed by ano ther. It depends o n the age, general 
health, physio lo tical co nditio ns, etc. 
The Califo rnia State Department o f Public Health 
recently repo rted an incident o f po ssible cyanide po iso n­ 
ing in two health fo o d faddists who co nsumed large 
amo unts o f pureed aprico t kernels purchased fro m a lo cal 
health fo o d sto re. Eating a few kernels may no t cause 
illness in o ne perso n, but may in ano ther. The minimal 
number o f aprico t kernels that wo uld cause death in 
humans is no t kno wn. Aprico t kernels have caused deaths 
o f children. Upo n analysis, they were fo und to co ntain 27 5 
milligrams cyanide per 100 grams. Death o f ho gs has 
been caused by peach pits co ntaining 164 miligrams 
cyanide per 100 grams. 
Q DOES GELATIN MAKE BRITTLE FINGERNAILS 
STRONG AND HEALTHY? 
A. Clinical data indicates that so me peo ple no ticed 
mo derate impro vement in the co nditio n o f their finger­ 
nails when they co nsumed gelatin daily fo r a perio d o f 3 
mo nths — o thers did no t. As yet, no significant explana­ 
tio n exists fo r this therapeutic actio n o f gelatin. 
A diet deficient in pro tein co uld certainly result in po o r 
nails, but heredity and o ther facto rs play a part. It isn’t 
pro tein alo ne that is needed. It has to be co upled with 
o ther nutrients — vitamins and minerals. Therefo re, go o d 
[ho mey advice wo uld be to eat a well-balanced diet which 
is o f prime impo rtance to maintaining a healthy bo dy, in­ 
cluding healthy nails. 
Q. HOW CAN I COMBINE VEGETABLE PROTEIN 
FOODS TO GET ESSENTIAL AMINO ACIDS? 
A. The secret is to co mbine a pro tein fo o d that is lo w in 
: o ne o r mo re o f the essential amino acids (the co mpo nents 
o f pro tein) with o ne that co mplements it (has mo re o f the 
essential amino acids). Generally, legumes (dried beans, 
peas, lentils), nuts, dairy pro ducts o r seafo o ds co mple­ 
ment cereal grains (co m, rice, o ats, wheat). So ybeans 
co ntain nearly balanced pro tein to begin with and when 
they are served with grain pro ducts, the co mbinatio n ap­ 
pro aches the value o f meat, milk, o r eggs. In o ther wo rds, 
use a wide variety o f fo o ds. 
So me ideas fo r co mplementary co mbinatio ns are: (1) 
Cereals and legumes: Red beans and rice, bean to stadas, 
« to fu and vegetables with rice, a peanut butter sandwich 
(preferably o n who le wheat bread). (2) Milk and cereal: 
Oatmeal with milk, cheese sandwich, no o dles Alfredo , 
macaro ni and cheese. (3) Meat o r seafo o d and vegetable 
pro tein: Split pea so up with ham pieces and cro uto ns, 
shrimp curry o ver rice, tuna and no o dles. 
Q DOES MODERN PROCESSING REMOVE MOST 
OF THE VITAMINS AND MINERALS IN FOODS? 
A. While any type o f pro cessing, even simple co o king, 
tends to reduce to so me extent the nutrient co ntent o r 
quality o f fo o ds, mo dem pro cessing metho ds are designed 
to keep such lo sses lo w. The result is that many canned, 
refrigerated, o r fro zen fo o ds actually are richer in 
nutrients than their co unterparts prepared in the ho me 
fro m the raw fo o d by the ho memaker who may be un­ 
a w a r e o f. o r indifferent to , practices that lo wer 
nutritio nal quality such as o verco o king vegetables o r 
co o king them in to o much water. These practices cause 
water-so luble vitamins to leach o ut into the water ami un­ 
le s s the liquid is co nsumed alo ng with the fo o d, the 
nutrients are thro wn o ut when the liquid is discarded. 
Q WHICH ORANGE J UICE HAS MORE VITAMIN C 
- J UICE FROM FRESH ORANGES, FROZEN 
fCONCENTRATED ORANGE J UICE, OR CANNED 
¡¿ ORANGE J UICE? 
A. The o riginal co ntent o f Vitamin C o f the fresh juice 
I determines the amo unt that will be in the canned o r 
j 'fro zen pro duct matte fro m it. Canning and freezing 
metho ds no w in use cause very little lo ss. Even Vitamin 
hC, which usually is destro yed quicker than o ther 
nutrients, is remarkably stable in these pro ducts The 
| canned juice may lo se up to a fifth o f its o riginal Vitamin 
| C co ntent after lo ng sto rage at ro o m temperature, 
r 
To keep Vitamin C lo ss at a minimum, refrigerate un- 
i used po rtio ns o f o pened cans o f o range juice immediately. 
Use the smallest po ssible co ntainers as air left in the co n- 
, tamer o xidizes the juice. Co ver tightly.

Restaurants 
in Paris not 
up to par? 


PARIS (AP) - Fried 
eggs, salad and water for 
two at a pair of the world’s 
best - known restaurants 
bring a bill for about $30 
and a large portion of 
French sarcasm and con­ 
tempt. 
The conclusion is that of 
the newspaper Le Figaro 
which sent two of its 
reporters to five Paris 
restaurants — four of them 
three - star gastronomic 
holy places—to test wheth 
er their courtesy would 
withstand an assault on 
their self-importance. 
The newspaper reported 
recently that Maxim ’s 
and La Tour d’Argcnt 
failed the test and that 
Maxim's burned the eggs. 
Hearing of the article, the 
director of the Tour 
d’Argcnt, Claude Terrail, 
said he thought it was 
“ amusing.’’ But Roger, 
Maxim’s headwaiter, al­ 
most chocked and shout­ 
ed: "It’s a provocation? 
He lacked respect for Max­ 
im’s. This was not a for­ 
eigner, but a Frenchman, 
A Parisian. A provocation, 
I tell you!’’ 
The two reporters wrote 
that they were welcomed 
with sim p licity and 
friendliness at Le Grand 
Vefour, Lasserre and 
Ledoyen, and got bills of 
$21.27, $33.»4 and $25.79. At 
Lasserre the sommeller 
poured the water as if it 
were a grand cru, Le 
F'igaro said, and at 
Ledoyen the dessert order 
of yogurt came without a 
blink and with petit fours 
alongside. 
But at La Tour d’Argent 
the waiter brought out an 
ex ecu tive when • the 
reporters insisted on their 
fried eggs. "But after all, 
sir, you are at La Tour 
d’Argent,’’ the executive 
said in trying to get the 
reporters to change their 
minds. 
They held fast on the 
eggs. When they asked for 
yogurt for dessert, the 
waiter seemed close to a 
heart attack. In a rush of 
sympathy, they switched 
to pineapple slices. 
But the maitre d hotel 
was ironic and there were 
sarcastic asides among the 
waiters, and the reporters 
said they were happy to 
leave after paying a bill for 
$34.16. 
At Maxim’s, the eggs 
were burned, the lettuce 
leaves peculiarly large, the 
.sommelier got the brand of 
mineral water mixed up, 
and the director frequently 
came to stare at the "wild 
men — us — who were in­ 
stalled at the corner 
table.’’ 
It took two calls to get 
the biU: $29.64. 


Le Figaro said its test 
showed that it was the 
"most fariKius of these five 
great houses that are 
guilty of letting themselves 
become 
contemptuous. 
Perhaps there’s an under­ 
standable reason: It must 
be really hard to hold back 
irony or hush up your sar­ 
casms when you’re serving 
at the prestigious Maxim’s 
or La Tour d’Argent.’’ 
But it ad(ted that it was 
to the honor of the other 
restaurants that they 
maintained "faultless 
sim plicity and amia- 
bUity."

Consider this array of 
cranberry molds which can 
be used year-round to give 
an extra special look to a 
family dinner or for very 
special party occasions. 
“ Doubleberry Chicken 
Mold” can be a most 
refreshing main course for 
a luncheon or light supper 
in the summer and, too. as 
an exciting addition for a 
party buffet. It combines 
lemon gelatin, cranberry 
apple drink, chicken broth, 
yogurt, whole berry cran­ 
berry sauce, minced cel­ 
ery and diced chicken.

Stir 
over low heat until gelatin 
is dissolved. Stir in yogurt 
and half of the cranberry 
sauce. Chill mixture until 
it mounds when stirred.

All that’s changed. To­ 
day, secure in his place in 
the sun, Richard Round­ 
tree dresses with casual 
elegance, speaks quietly 
and confidently, holds his 
head high — and drives a 
truck. 
It may be security. It 
may be the love of a good 
woman.

phase of his life, too. He 
made 
three 
“ S h a ft” 
movies and the unfortu­ 
nate “ Shaft” TV series. 
That’s enough of that and 
enough black exploitation 
work, too. 
“ I don’t want to do any 
more Shafts or anything 
remotely like that,” he 
says. “ I don’t knock Shaft 
because it gave me the 
money so I could sit it out 
and wait for something 
better to come along but 
I ’ve moved beyond that.” 
He’s now being seen on 
the big screen in a class 
film, “ Man Friday,” in 
which he plays Friday to 
Peter O’Toole’s Robinson 
Crusoe. Before he did that 
film, he sat around for 
eight months doing noth­ 
ing, just waiting for some­ 
thing good to turn up. 
“ I just waited,” he says, 
“ and I learned a few things 
while I was waiting. I 
learned that an actor can’t 
be so totally wrapped up in 
his career that that is all 
he does. He has to have 
some other avenue of 
expression. 
“ I ’m looking for that 
other avenue now. I think I 
may have found it in sing­ 
ing. I ’m working toward a 
secondary career as a sing­ 
er.” 
He is proud of his work in 
“ Man Friday.” He says it 
was a joy to work in a top 
caliber film with a man 
(O’Toole) who is one of the 
greatest actors of the mo­ 
ment.

“ One night,” he says, “ I 
was sitting in a restaurant 
and the man at the next 
table, a fellow I didn’t 
know, said he had a script 
he’d like to show me.

MuH national innocuiation

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Two dozen of the nation’s 
top scientists are meeting 
with President Ford amid 
reports that government 
health experts are recom­ 
mending a massive cam­ 
paign to innoculate every 
American against a rare 
and deadly flu strain. 


Any such immunization 
program would be the 
largest in the nation's 
history and would be aimed 
at the swine flu virus, a 
strain that has been dor­ 
mant for nearly a half cen­ 
tury. 
The swine flu strain was 
blamed for 20 million 
deaths world-wide during a 
1918 epidemic that claimed 
more American lives than 


World War I combat. In 
all, 500,000 Americans died 
of the flu strain during the 
epidemic 
Last month, the virus 
killed an Army recruit and 
a fflic te d four o th e r 
soldiers at Ft. Dix, N.J. 
Since then, public health 
specialists have been 
weighing whether a mas­ 
sive public innocuiation 
p r o g r a m 
sh ould 
be 
launched. The Washington 
Post said today that Ford’s 
health advisers have con­ 
cluded that such a program 
is needed 
Officials at the National 
Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta indicated that a 
decision would be an­ 
nounced shortly. 


The center said Tuesday 
it would take nearly six 
months to produce enough 
vaccine to provide shots 
for 215 million Americans. 
Estimates of the eras* 
program’s cost range from 
$107 million to $150 million. 
P h a rm a c e u tic a l c o m ­ 
panies would use millions 
of fertilized chicken eggs 
as cultures to develop the 
vaccine. 
The center reported last 
week that this winter's 
epidemic of A-Victoria 
type flu has passed its 
peak 
Through February, 
the flu had caused 1,270 
more deaths in the United 
States than the 3,700 flu 
and pneumonia deaths the 
center predicted for this 
winter. 


The center listed 12,700 
deaths above normal ex­ 
pectations during the Hong 
Kong flu epidemic of 1968 
Since flu deaths usually 
are among the elderly or 
chronically ill, those 
persons usually are urged 
to take flu shots. 
But center officials 
noted the flu victims at Ft. 
Dix were all healthy young 
men, none of whom had 
been in contact with swine. 
Scientists have continued 
to find the swine flu in pigs 
and hogs, but the outbreak 
at Ft Dix was the only one 
involving humans since 
researchers first isolated 
flu viruses in the 1930s 
R esearchers have in­ 
ferred that the swine-type 


virus was responsible for 
the 1918 epidemic because 
many people bom in that 
period have antibodies in 
their blood related to that 
infection. 


David Mathews, secre­ 
tary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, commented 
in New York Tuesday, “It 
could be very serious. The 
flu virus is a funny crea­ 
ture. It mutates itself and 
it comes in very different 
forms. Those forms change 
from year to year. Var­ 
ious strains come in and 
they re-emerge after pe­ 
riods of time.’’

primaries and pushing aside for good 
George Wallace's claim to speak for 
the South.

ISINGTON, England <AP) - Field Marshal Viscount 
Montgomery, Britain’s top field commander in World 
War II and considered by many the greatest British 
military leader since the Duke of Wellington, died early 
today after many months of failing health 
At 88, Montgomery was one of the last surviving 
commanders of the war against Nazi Germany, and not 
many of the others escaped his toting criticism He died 
at his home in this Hampshire County hamlet 50 miles 
southwest of London, 
The Defense Ministry said the funeral would be held at 
Windsor with full military honors. The date was not 
immediately announced 
The cause of death also was not announced. But 
Montgomery had been confined to his bed for some time, 
and his son David said last weekend, “ He to an old man, 
and he's very tired.” 
A peppery, austere soldier who carried a Bible on his 
campaigns and neither drank, smoked nor used profanity, 
Montgomery turned the tide to the Nazi advance with his 
victory in 1942 over Field Marshal Erwin Rommel at El 
Alamem, to the Egyptian desert He followed this with a 
2.000-mile sweep to Tunis which to three months drove the 
Germans and Italians from North Africa. 
Wearing a jaunty black beret, ‘ Monty had a flair for 
publicity and fitted the British need for a hero at a time of 
severe war pressure at home 
Explaining later his success in Africa, he wrote “The 
soldiery gave of their best. ... The 8th Army developed a 
crusading spirit and the soldiers began to think it was in­ 
vincible. ... My only fear was that I might fail these 
magnificent men ” 
Gen Dwight D Eisenhower, the supreme allied com­ 
mander, had his disagreements with Montgomery but 
still praised him as “one of the greatest soldiers of the 
war ... a figure who will live always not only in British but 
in world history 
Born Bernard Law Montgomery in London on Nov. 17, 
1887, he was the son of the Rt. Rev H H. Montgomery, a 
bishop of the Anglican church His father wanted him to 
become a clergyman, but he insisted on becoming a 
soldier. 
In World War 1 he was wounded twice, mentioned in dis­ 
patches six times for gallantry and won the Dis­ 
tinguished Service Order and the French Croix de Guerre. 
A few months before his 40th birthday in 1927, 
Montgomery married Betty Carver, a widow with two 
sons David was born to 1928 
Mrs Montgomery did*not live to see her husband's 
greatest triumphs. In the autumn to 1937 she died to an in­ 
fection that developed from an insect bite.

$3,000 fine 
for Hammer 
in gifts case

Multimillionaire industrialist and art 
patron Armand Hammer has been 
fined the maximum $3,000 and placed 
on one year's probation for making 
$54,000 in illegal contributions to the 
1972 re-election campaign of former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
But U.S. D istrict Court Judge 
Lawrence T. Lydick spared the 77- 
year-old board chairman of Occiden­ 
tal Petroleum Corp. from a possible 
three-year prison term because of 
his age and poor health. 
Hammer also is well known for a 
spectacular art collection valued at 
approximately $25 million. He has 
been hospitalized for heart disease 
since Jan. 20. and he appeared for 
sentencing Tuesday in a wheel chair, 
just as he had on March 4 when he 
pleaded guilty to the three mis­ 
demeanor charges. 
In a brief statem ent to Lydick 
before sentence was imposed. Ham­ 
mer said in a clear, emotional voice: 
“ Your honor, this is the first time 
I’ve been charged with a criminal of­ 
fense I greatly regret my actions. 
For all of my life, I have tried to lead 
a useful life. I trust in the time that 
may be left me, your honor will 
allow me to continue being a useful 
member of society." 
Defense attorney Arthur Grom an, 
arguing against a prison sentence, 
said Hammer had meant no evil in 
making the campaign contribution 
but merely had wanted to remain 
anonymous. He also said his client’s 
heart disease is progressive and 
irreversible. 
Hammer, a physician by training 
who succeeded as a businessman and 
never went into practice, was 
brought to court from Cedars of 
Lebanon Hospital. During the 
courtroom proceedings his heartbeat 
was monitored by emergency life- 
support m achinery in a nearby 
witness room. 
A federal grand jury, operating on 
evidence presented by the special 
Watergate prosecutor’s office, in­ 
dicted Hammer last year on charges 
of making the secret contributions 
under fictitious names to the Nixon 
campaign in 1972. 
The payments were made through 
former Montana Gov. Tim Babcock, 
then an official of an Occidental sub­ 
sidiary.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Three 
bills which supporters say form a 
reasonable legislative response to 
nuclear power questions have ad­ 
vanced to the Assembly floor. 
But a fourth bill in the package 
which the authors call an alternative 
to the Nuclear Power Plants in­ 
itiative was killed Tuesday. 
The proposal of unlimited liability 
of plant operators in the event of a 
disaster died without even a motion 
for a vote of the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee 
The other three measures were ap­ 
proved by 12-6 votes, despite opposi­ 
tion from the industry that seeks ex­ 
emptions for six plants now in the 
planning stage. The bills w ere 
amended to specifically exempt four 
other plants mm under construction. 
This prom pted 
Bob M oretti, 
former Assembly speaker and now 
an energy commissioner, to com­ 
ment: "Does it make sense for 
somebody to get up here and tell of 
all the nuclear dangers, but let these 
four plants be built? It just doesn’t 
seem to make a lot of sense to m e." 
Moretti spoke against two of the 
bills, saying requirements on recycl­ 
ing of fuel and waste storage would 
in fact create a moratorium on 
nuclear power developm ent in 
California until 1990 or 2000 
Authors of the measures agreed to 
amendments that grant specific ex­ 
emption to two plants under con­ 
struction at Diablo Canyon near San 
Luis Obispo and two others being 
built at San Onofrc. 
However, they resisted attem pts 
to grandfather six other plants — 
two each in the early planning stages 
in Imperial, Stanislaus and San Joa­ 
quin counties 
The three approved bills, which 
their authors called alternatives to 
the Nuclear Power Plants proposi­ 
tion on the June 8 ballot, would: 
—Prevent nuclear power plant 
construction until the legislature, by 
majority vote, accepts federally cer­ 
tified methods of recycling fuel.

Gravedigger has 
a grave problem: 
people shy away 


COLMA (AP) — “ If you go to a bar and say, ‘I’m a 
gravedigger,' everyone gets right up and walks away," 
says Terry Cunningham, who earns his living digging 
graves in this San Francisco suburb of about 537 living 
residents and two million dead 
“ So I say, I’m an underground engineer," explained 
Cunningham, a 43-year-old lather of two who works in one 
of 13 cemeteries in this city which is the burial place for 
neighboring San Francisco and surrounding communities 
“ But this is a skilled job," added Cunningham “Over in 
the monument section, you might be digging around a 
$50,000 marble monument and have only two inches 
clearance. If you’re not careful, the grave will cave in. 
Digging a grave is not like digging a ditch " 
What used to take four hours with a pick and shovel now 
takes Cunningham about 10 to 15 minutes with a diesel- 
powered back boe. 
Joe Healey, one of Cunningham s coworkers at Holy 
Cross Cemetery, says he has buried at least 19,000 people 
in the past 30 years, but it somtimes still makes him sad, 
“ When you have to bury two or three at once from the 
same family who died in an automobile accident or a 
house fire, it gets to you," Healey said in an interview 
Healey s father, who also was a gravedigger for Holy 
Cross and died in 1938, is buried there. So is Healy’s 
brother 
Because of the outdoor work — cutting grass and 
tending to flowers as well as digging graves — Healey 
said he never gets sick “ I didn't get the flu, but my 
friends who work in factories did," be said

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Consumers see grocery price victory 


Associated Press Witter 
A supermarket industry panel lias 
urged stores not to remove prices 
from individual items when they 
switch to computerized checkout 
systems. But the battle over the is­ 
sue appears far from over. 
The Consumer Federation of 
America said the panel's rec­ 
ommendation, issued Tuesday in 
Washington, was “a major consumer 
victory.” 
At the same time, however, the 
federation said in a statement that 
“a recommendation and a press 
release do not provide consumers 
with the guarantee they deserve....” 
The federation said that unless 
supermarkets provide a written 
promise not to remove prices, now 
•or in the future, the group would con­ 
tinue to work for federal, state and 


local legislation to insure item prio 


''our states — Connecticut, Mas­ 
sachusetts, Rhode Island and Con­ 
necticut — already have passed laws 
requiring item pricing. Similar 
legislation is pending in Congress 
and about half the other states. 
The industry panel — called the 
Public Policy Subcommittee of the 
Ad Hoc Committee on the Universal 
Product Code — found that con­ 
sumers are less aware of what (hey 
are paying when the price on the 
individual item is removed and re­ 
placed by a shelf tag. 
“ What we’ve done,” said the sub­ 
committee's chairman, Robert 
'Wegman of Rochester, N.Y-, “ is tell 
the Industry that they should keep 
their prices on.” 
Industry spokesmen said they ex­ 
pected supermarkets to go along 


with the panel's recommendation 
and expressed hope that legislative 
moves would end “There’s no sense 
in legislating it if the industry isn’t 
going to do it,” said Dick Bragaw of 
the Super Market Institute. 
The whole controversy stems from 
the introduction several years ago of 
something called the Universal 
Product code — those funny little 
lines now printed on about three- 
fourths of ail grocery products. 
The code was to be used in connec­ 
tion with a computerized checkout 
system and was designed to cut 
checkout time, eliminate errors and 
save money for retailers by curtail­ 
ing labor costs and improving in­ 
ventory control. 
Here’s how it works: A retailer 
programs his computer to translate 
a particular combination of lines into 
a particular price. Items at the 


checkout pass by an electronic scan­ 
ner which “reads” the price code 
and automatically rings up the cor­ 
rect amount 
The industry had argued that the 
use of the scanner eliminated the 
need few item pricing. Industry 
spokesmen also said that keeping the 
prices on would cut up to 25 per cent 
of the savings that could be achieved 
by computerization of the checkout 
The stcves said the savings could 
be passed on to shoppers, but some 
consumer groups argued that any 
price benefit would be a matter of 
pennies Wegman said Tuesday that 
in his own stores elimination of item 
pricing might enable the chain to cut 
over-all prices by up to half of one 
per cent 
The $75.000 subcommittee study 
was conducted by Drs. John W Alien 
and Gilbert D. Harrell of Michigan 


State University and Dr. Michael D. 
Hutt of the University of Vermont. It 
was based on studies of 3,000 shop­ 
pers 
Among the findings 
—Shoppers interviewed at the 
checkout stand were wrong in their 
recollection of prices about 4 per 
cent of the time in the conventional 
store. In the scanner-equipped 
stores, the error rate was double 
that. 
—When asked if they looked at the 
price before buying, 71 per cent of 
those in the conventional stores said 
yes, compared with 56 per cent in the 
scanner stores 
—Shoppers in conventional stores 
compared prices between brands 32 
per cent of the time, while those in 
scanner stores compared 21 per cent 
of the time 


Bragaw said other findings showed 
no difference between the conven­ 
tional store and the scanner store in 
the number of people using unit pric­ 
ing — designed to tell the cost per 
standard unit — or In the number of 
people com pa ring prices of fresh, 
lined 
frozen and cat 
items. 
He stressed that experience with 
the computerized checkouts is still 
limited since only about 50 of the 
nation's 40.000 supermarkets have in­ 
stalled them 
Bragaw said the subcommittee’s 
report showed further study is 
needed to find a better way to make 
sure that people know what they are 
paying 
“ We re not saying that we’re never 
going to take prices off,” he added. 
The industry has simply decided not 
to do so right now

WASHINGTON <AP) - The

government said today 
At the same time, a too gov­ 
ernment economist warned that in­ 
flation will accelerate in the United 
States late this year as the economy 
continues its recovery from reces­ 
sion, 
The Commerce Department said 
the balance of payments, based on 
current foreign transactions and 
long-term capital flows, was in sur­ 
plus by $14 biLlion for the year, 
primarily because exports of U S. 
goods exceeded Importe by a noar- 
record margin 
The surplus the first since crea­ 
tion of the government’s basic Inter­ 
national transactions measure in 
1960, contrasted with a $10 7 billion 
deficit in 1974, 
For the last three months of 1975, 
the bask balance was in deficit by $4 
million, compared to a 314 billion 


surplus in the previous quarter 
The government economist, Julias 
Shiskin, commissioner of labor 
statistics, predicted that if the 
recovery continues, with employ­ 
ment and production picking up, ‘ the 
pace of inflation will accelerate 
He said this has been the pattern in 
past recoveries and ”1 think it will 
happen again.” 
Shiskin also said during a 
breakfast meeting with reporters 
that while he believes unemployment 
will continue to decline, he would not 
be surprised if the jobless rate edged

S.D. favors compromise in rezoning dispute 


An issue over whether a 00-acre site should be commer­ 
cial or residential is near settlement as the San Dimas 
City Council voted 3-2 this week to accept a specific plan 
proposed by the Planning Commission and staff with only 
minor modification*. 
The issue of zoning for 60 acres on Arrow Highway 
between Lone Hill and Valley Center avenues has been 
brewing sinew November 1974. The action Monday night 
followed 1 vs years of meetings, proposals and discussion 
between area residents, city staff and city officials. 
The modified plan will return to the commission for ap­ 
proval and be sent back to the council for final approval. 
There may be a short delay in this particular procedure 
because of the dramatic firing of three of the five plann­ 
ing commissioners shortly after midnight Tuesday. The 
new appointments are not expected to be made until April 
1 at a special 7:30 p.m. session of the council. 
After nearly two hours of discussion, the council ap­ 
proved a specific plan for: 
— The extension of St. George westerly from Lone HIU 
to Valley Center and Kennedy Road to tie into St. George, 
and designation of this area residential with one to four 
units per acre. 
— Designation of the remainder of the area an the north 
side of Arrow, east and west of Rennell Street as com­ 
mercial. 
— Designation of the 35 acres on the south side of Arrow 
Highway between Valley Center and Lone Hill residential 
with one to seven units per acre. 
The residential zoning with low density development 
was a compromise suggested by Councilman Terry Dip- 
ple. The section on the north side was proposed as 
medium density, duplex zoning and the entire area on the 
south side was to be multiple family or apartment zoning 
The proposal was a compromise of five plans submit- 
Almanac;

Bois and Tom RUey and another by the Lone Hill 
Homeowners Association. Four of the five plans showed a 
mixture of commercial and residential in differing ratios. 
The homeowners’ plan, however, represented ait com­ 
mercial zoning except for a small single family residen­ 
tial development as an extension along St, George Drive 
Du Bois, speaking for several property owners within 
the target area, was first to speak during the two-hour 
public hearing. 
“There is heavy bias and personal preferences in all the 
plans submitted by the residents and staff,” Du Bois said. 
Although it represents a “substantial monetary teas’’ to 
have his property re-zoned from commercial to residen­ 
tial, Du Bois supported the suggested plan He said It was 
“an excellent plan and best for the area and community. ” 
George Dunning, owner of 11 acre« within the target 
area, spoke in support of the plan for himself and bis 
mother, Mrs. Vara Dunning, who owns the large 50 acre 
property site to the east of the northwest section of the 
area 
“The staff has done an outstanding job in deciphering 
the pros and cons and come up with an excellent com­ 
promise,” said Riley. 
Mick Luke, president of the Lone Hill Homeowners As­ 
sociation, repeated the 60-member group’s opposition to 
the suggested plan and said the plan submitted by his 
group was the “only workable plan for the community.” 
Luke said the association had submitted a petition with 
1,200 signatures of area residents supporting the commer­ 
cial plan. He listed the reasons for opposition as lack of 
conformity with the rural, low density image of the com­ 
munity; possible decline in surrounding property val­ 
ues; related drop in pride in area; possible lack of 
maintenance of new property ; strain on existing city ser- 


vices of water, fire and police; crime increase and strain 
on law enforcement and aggravation of crowded school 
conditions.

“The city needs commercial development, not a whole 
lot more people that may shop somewhere else." said 
Luke. “Proper development at the right time is more 
feasible than rushing out to bring in more people who are 
not needed.” 


Following the close of the public hearing and the 
suggested compromise by Dippie, Councilman Philip Wax 
voiced concern that the final decision is not with the City 
Council on the special plan. 
The specific plan is implemented with conditional use 
permit in its zoning designations and development, and 
the final decision rests with the Planning Commission un­ 
less someone appeals any decision within a certain period 
of time. 
“I don’t want another group to pass over it without it 


coming to the attention of the council I don’t want to dis­ 
courage development, but at the same time I don’t want 
to see another body making the final decision,” Wax said.

No lower expectations in Brown's foreign policy views

SACRAMENTO (AP) — 
Gov, Edmund Brown Jr. is 
an antiwar dove who says 
the United States must 
maintain a strong military 
machine to survive in a 
hostile world. 
He rejects isolationism 
as a foreign policy, and he 
doesn't like seeing the 
U nited S ta tes being 
“pushed around’’ by other 
nations. 
That is what emerges 
from a review of Brown s 
comments prior to his 
declaration 11 days ago 
that he is a national candi­ 
date for President and will 
run in California’s June 8 
D e m o cra tic

primary. 
Since that time, the 37- 
year-old governor has 
refused to answer most 
foreignf policy questions. 
He said he will discuss 
foreign affairs “ in due 
course,” after he gets 
details of his campaign 
organization out of the 
way. 
But over 14 months as 
governor. Brown has made 
numerous comments on in­ 
ternational issues — most­ 
ly in interviews with The 
Associated Press, NBC’s 
Meet the P ress, and 
Playboy magazine. 
He has been quoted as 
saying he admires Ho Chi 
Minh, Mao Tse-tung and 
Ghandi — not for their 
ideology, but for their as­ 
ceticism, leadership and 
approach to life. 
Taken together, his com­ 
ments suggest Brown 
would resist unilateral dis­ 
armament, maintain a 
strong military, and take a 
skeptical stance toward 
detente and other dealings 
with the Soviet Union. 
He rejects “Fortress 
America" isolationism. 
“ This country has a 
world role to play. We can­ 
not retreat from that

SPRIN G FIELD , 111 (A P) - An Illinois Circuit Court 
judge has been accused of arresting a man at an apart­ 
ment in which the judge had an interest and sentencing 
him to jail without benefit of a trial. 
The Illinois Judicial Inquiry Board charged that 
Associate Judge William D. Vanderwater arrested 
Flor C. Lopez last October at an apartment building in 
Aurora, got his signature on a guilty plea and sentenced 
him to eight months in prison on a theft charge. 
The board asked the Illinois Courts Commission to dis­ 
cipline Vanderwater who reportedly sentenced Lopez to 
prison during midnight proceedings at the Aurora jail 
“ There was in fact no trial and no appearance by Lopez 
in a courtroom,” the board said in a complaint, adding 
that the state’s attorney was not consulted as required by 
law. 
The board’s report said the incident stemmed from 
Lopez allegedly causing a disturbance in an Aurora apart­ 
ment building where he lived previously and in which 
Vanderwater had an interest 
Tenants complained to Vanderwater, who went to the 
building and held Lopez at gunpoint until police arrived, 
the board said. It said Vanderwater filed a complaint 
against Lopez, charging him with theft for possessing a 
key to his old apartment The board charged that after 
Vanderwater procurred Lopez’ signature on a guilty plea 
and a waiver of jury, the judge tried and sentenced him. 
Lopez was held in jail from Oct 17 until Oct 23, when 
Vanderwater suspended his sentence The guilty plea 
later was overturned and the charge dropped at the 
request of the Kane County state’s attorney. 
In the board's complaint, Vanderwater was accused of 
willful misconduct in office, conduct prejudicial to the ad 
ministration of justice and conduct which brought the of­ 
fice into disrepute. 
Vanderwater faces disciplinary measures ranging from 
a reprimand to removal from the bench if the commis­ 
sion finds him guilty of misconduct.

No voter trend seen yet on nuclear plant issue 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— The controversial 
statewide nuclear power 
initiative on the June ballot 
has gained more public at­ 
tention in recent months, 
but pollsters so far are un­ 
able to determine any 
clear voter trend. 
From a statewide survey 
of 1,134 persons, the 
California Poll has repor­ 
ted that the number of peo- 


pie aware of the measure 
rose from 45 per cent in 
November to 54 per cent in 
late January 
The initiative would 
place a moratorium on 
nuclear power plant con­ 
struction one year after 
passage. Plants currently 
in operation would be 
phased out slowly unless a 
two-thirds vote of the state 
legislature confirmed the 


effectiveness of safety and 
nuclear waste disposal 
systems. 
Among those persons 
who had heard of the in­ 
itiative, the California Poll 
found that 48 per cent 
would vote in favor of the 
measure. 
Forty-five per 
cent opposed it, and 7 per 
cent were undecided 
However, when those 
surveyed were provided 


with a list of pro and con 
arguments, the initiative 
lost ground and * ‘quite a 
few ‘ÿes’ voters" shifted to 
the “ no” side 
Among those persons 
who said they had not 
beard of the initiative, the 
survey reported that “ a 
slight purality” was in­ 
clined to vote against the 
measure.

Chino asking citizens 
to give their views 
on fundamental school 


By JON MORRIS 
PB Staff Writer 
Chino parents may decide the fate 
of the controversial fundamental 
school proposal in the next few 
weeks. 
The school board Tuesday night 
voted to ask parents whether they 
favored the concept — and trustees 
indicated results of the survey would 
be strongly considered 
Board members accepted a rev­ 
ised report from a district advisory 
committee which studied the funda­ 
mental concept. A general descrip­ 
tion of the basic school — which 
stresses reading, writing and arith­ 
metic plus manners, morals, and 
discipline — was compiled by the 
committee 
The description and other informa­ 
tion will be included in the question­ 
naire sent parents about the basic 
school, during the first week of 
April. It all will be added to the 
general parent attitude survey sent 
out at the same time. 
Several changes were made in the 
information compiled by the com- 


mittee, after trustees Indicated 
some parts were vague The section 
about discipline will Include a state­ 
ment that paddling and detention 
will be used “when necessary.” 
Also, the dress code section will 
specify standards “ which stress 
neatness and good appearance.” The 
board added a statement that 
“ Parents are expected to work with 
the school In carrying out objectives 
of the program.” 
Trustee Roy Ward seemed the 
most critical of the basic school 
report. "There isn’t enough informa­ 
tion here,” he said. “ What about the 
economics involved. There might be 
busing — and then what happens to 
the neighborhood school?” 
Trustee Lyle Briggs, the board's 
strongest advocate of fundamental 
school, said the dress code and 
discipline portions of the report 
needed to be spelled out, and the fact 
the program would be voluntary. 


But A1 McCombs, another board 
member, said, “We could be wasting 
a lot of time arguing and battling 


over this. We can make a few 
changes hut it would be “premature 
to go into the financing.” 


Board President Augustine Tapia 
agreed, saying “ Wed better get 
moving on this. Time is of the es­ 
sence or we'll have to forget about 
this for next year.” 


Briggs said as much information 
as possible should be mailed to par­ 
ents, so decisions can be based on 
fact, “ not heresay or newspaper ac­ 
counts.” 


He pointed out that 535 signatures 
on petitions received by the district 
indicate enough interest already in 
the fundamental school 


But Ward said. “ We don’t know if 
the signatures weren t a bunch of 
kids. I have to consider more than 
500 signatures What about others in 
the community, and ray phone calls’ 


Ward charged that it might cost $4 
million for a fundamental school and 
that should be considered 


Judge turns down VA request 
to drop order on vet benefits 


A federal judge has refused to lift 
his restraining order requiring the 
Veterans 
Administration 
imme­ 
diately to reinstate educational bene­ 
fits to Citrus College students 
Appearing before Judge Irving 
Hall in the U S Central District 
Court in Los Angeles, representa­ 
tives W the Veterans Administra­ 
tion sought to have a Feb. 23 court 
order lifted. 
Judge Hall denied the request and 
set the next hearing for Tuesday at 
10 a.m. At this time, Uu Citrus 
College Veterans Association is 
expected to seek a preliminary 
injunction demanding that the Veter­ 
ans Administration pay the students 
funds owed since December, accord­ 
ing to Eric Bathen of Los Angeles, 
attorney for Citrus College. 
In connection with the withholding 
of the educational benefit fund, the 
college veterans group also filed suit 
against Citrus College officials 
charging them with “ breaking the 
contract with students and neglect ” 
Bathen said the college has until 
April 1, at least, to respond to the*1' 
charges 
“ TTie college has done all it can to 
cooperate with both the students and 
the VA.” Bathen said 
“ We im­ 
mediately complied with all requests 
for lists of involved s udents, copies 


of correspondence and other 
information.” 
Immediately after Judge HaU 
handed down the restraining order in 
mid-February, the student-veteran» 
were Jubilant, according to Larry 
Evans, their spokesman However, it 
appears that few, if any students, 
have yet received checks. 
The suit, which is officially called 
Robert Devine (a veteran) et al

Decision delayed 
Info, bids on Upland refuse 
collection bury councilmen

No decision on whether Upland will turn over its refuse 
collecting to a private contractor will be made until the 
April 5 meeting of the Upland City Council. 
After reviewing reports Tuesday from the Mayor’s Ad­ 
visory Committee, the city staff and the lowest prospec­ 
tive bidder, CV Disposal Co., council members decided 
they needed the additional time to digest the information. 
“ We ve enough paper here to start our own refuse 
collection," one council member mumbled 
Upland City Manager Lee Travers said the city Is faced 
with a crisis now because of the immediate need to spend 
$176,000 for a new electric digger used at the disposal site. 
In addition, Travers reported, the city will need to 
spend at least $350,000 in the next three to five years to 
acquire an additional disposal site 
“ City costs are expected to increase 100 per cent in the 
next 10 years for refuse collection," Travers said. “ This 
would be from the present $34.80 per year per house to 
over $67.80 per year. ” 
Seven private collection firms responded to the city's 
request for bids with CV being the most satisfactory If 
accepted, the firm would rebate 20 per cent of its fee to 
the city 
, 
Travers said the city would continue to do the billing 
and collecting for a portion of the 20 per cent rebate, but 
estimated that the city should realize about $75,00 in sur- 
ulus funds the first year 
Bernard J. Nash, president erf CV Disposal Co.. said his 
firm already operates in several area cities, including 


Corona and much of Orange County 
“ We will give the city a certified check covering the 
complete coat o f all equipment we acquire from Upland 
at the time the contract is signed,’ Nash said. In addition 
to purchasing the existing city equipment for about 
$205,000, Nash has agreed to hire city employes In the 
collection department who wish jobs with his firm. 
This could be about 18 men, according to city figures 
The strungest opposition to the changing from a city- 
operated refuse program to a private contractor came 
from John Adame, a spokesman for Local 860. which 
represents the city employes 
Adams warned that some cities which ('hanged to 
private collectors “ have had disasters” but he failed to 
elaborate on this claim 
Most of the members <rf the audience, estimated at over 
100, expressed approval of the program being turned over 
to a private contractor 
Dudley Smith erf Upland, offered the city a proposal for 
a paiallel operation program, in which both the city and a 
private firm could operate. He represented copies of his 
pain to council members for their consideration 
Fees In the private contractor program would be firm 
lor the first two years under the contract, then any 
request for rate increases during the five years covered 
by the contract would have to be approved by the City 
Council, Nash said 
Travers added that the decision, once made, would be 
almost irreversible, because once the city disposes of all 
of Its refuse collection equipment, costs of replacement 
could only be met with a bond issue 
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V High cost of 
cleaning water 


The closer the nation gets to the goals set by the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act. the harder it 
becomes — and the more it is costing. 
Spending for pollution abatement and control by 
business, consumers and government in the United 
States totalled $23 billion in 1973. reports the 
Department of Commerce, This was an increase of 
18 per cent over the $19 5 billion spent in 1972 and 
the bulk of it — $13.2 billion — was spent by in­ 
dustry, and most of it went to combat water pollu­ 
tion. 
Figures for 1974 and 1975, when they become 
available, will no doubt show a continuing upward 
trend. According to the government’s Council on 
Environmental Quality, some industries will have 
to put 10 to 20 per cent of their total plant and equip­ 
ment investments into pollution control to meet ex­ 
isting federal laws. 
But not only is industry feeling a cost pinch. 
Municipalities were promised federal grants to 
cover 75 per cent of the capital cost of sewage treat­ 
ment systems. These grants were to have totalled 
$18 billion over the last three years. Congress, 
however, has released only $9 billion to date. 
Present indications are that 40 per cent of the 
nation’s municipalities and 10 per cent of industry 
may not be able to meet the Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency’s July, 1977. deadline for compliance 
with water quality standards. 
When Congress passed the amended Water Pollu­ 
tion Control Act, it set a series of progressively 
higher standards. If and when the 1977 standards 
are met, the nation will have achieved 90 per cent of 
all the water quality goals envisioned in the original 
bill 
Already, however, there is a growing chorus of 
calls, not only from industry but from labor leaders 
and local politicians, for a relaxation of pollution 
control standards lest the nation’s recovery from 
•the recession be endangered. 
At least one business leader has suggested a more 
positive way of reducing the adverse economic im­ 
pact of pollution control laws in the area of water 
quality. F Perry Wilson, chairman of Union Car­ 
bide Corp., proposes the creation of a “Water 
Quality Board’’ which would evaluate the progress 
of each industry and municipality toward the goals 
of clean water and identify where those goals were 
not being met. 
“Where the goal has been achieved,” he says, 
•‘the board would require additional control only as 
necessary to maintain the quality level. Where the 
goal has not been achieved, it would identify the ad­ 
ditional technology that would have to be applied, 
* determine its feasibility, and ascertain the 
desirability of the benefits expected.” 
Such an approach, he says, would avoid the un­ 
necessary cost of an automatic and sweeping stan­ 
dard by establishing realistic and economically 
justifiable goals. 
Another solution to the dilemma is through 
technology itself — through “second generation” 
water pollution control equipment — according to 
Ecodyne Corp. 
At a recent Pollution Control Roundtable, 
Ecodyne reported innova tions which have sliced 
thousands of dollars off the initial capital cost of 
water treatment equipment as well as energy costs 
and still more in annual operating costs, which bet­

Clarifying the issues 


Dear Editor: 
There are some things about the 
Claremont school board recall elec­ 
tion that need to be cleared up once 
and for all. Basic things that the 
recall forces keep repeating in their 
strange fashion. 


First, there was nothing sudden 
about the idea that an elementary 
school needed to be closed. Because 
of declining enrollment, it was first 
discussed as early as 1972 by the 
superintendent and the school board. 
In 1974, the superintendent recom­ 
mended to the board that a task force 
of citizens representing all areas of 
the Claremont school district be 
selected to make a study that would 
in essence determine which school 
should be closed. The task force in 


early 1975 rated all facilities and by a 
large majority placed Sycamore at 
the bottom — just as any similar 
group would have done. 
The school board — after several 
open meetings — then voted last 
June to close the Sycamore elemen­ 
tary program 
After many more 
regular board meetings and several 
special sessions in 1975, at which the 
issue was openly discussed at length, 
the board reaffirmed in January of 
this year its earlier decision to ter­ 
minate the Sycamore program. Does 
that sound like precipitate or un­ 
responsive action without open dis­ 
cussion0 
The three members facing recall 
have served a combined total of 14 
years, ail with a commendable 
record. According to recall accusa­ 
tions, this amount of exposure to 


school problems by the three board 
members should have reduced the 
entire program to shambles It is 
now, strangely enough, in its 
healthiest state During the last 14 
months, the entire school board has 
faced 359 motions. Of these. 349 were 
unanimously passed; five motions on 
relatively minor issues resulted in 
split votes, as did five motions on 
Sycamore related issues. Does this 
indicate arbitrariness or insen­ 
sitivity as claimed by the recall 
forces? Does this sound as if these 
three ignored sound financial 
priorities? Does disagreement on 
one issue justify a recall election0 
Does this truly represent intellectual 
honesty by the recall forces? 
Or, perhaps, is something else — 
like gaining control of the school 
board — really behind all this furor?

1RS audits Montoya's returns 


WASHINGTON — The Internal 
Revenue Service is conducting a 
quiet but exhaustive audit of the tax 
returns of Sen. Joseph Montoya, D - 
N.M., whose subcommittee over­ 
sees the IRS budget. 
It will be the first time his taxes 
have been thoroughly audited since 
1950. Over this 25-year span, the 
senator has become a millionaire 
The Justice Dept., meanwhile, has 
examined whether Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Donald Alexander 
intervened to block the auditing of 
Montoya’s finances. The govera- 
* ment attorneys have serious 
reservations about Alexander s judg­ 
ment in the Montoya affair, but they 
have recommended that he not be 
prosecuted. 
Secretary of the Treasury William 
Simon personally advised the IRS to 
audit Montoya s tax returns. He 
made the suggestion pointedly after 
of two tovestigp- 
studying the results 
tions, which he ordered last fall 
One was conduct«! by the IRS, the 
other by Treasury general counsel 
Richard Albrecht following a 
Washington Post story that Alexan­ 
der bad squashed the Montoya 
audits.

Albrecht directed a painstaking 
study, involving more than 50 inter­ 
views. of Montoya's returns and 
Alexander s actions The findings 
were so detailed that the summary 
alone ran 64 pages. The investiga­ 
tion produced little evidence of ac­ 
tual wrongdoing by Alexander, but 
the re p o rt c ite d num erous 
“extenuating circumstances 
and 
“erroneous assumptions 
Montoya s 1972 returns for exam­ 
ple. raised questions that clearly 
called for an audit. Alexander held 
off. however, because Montoya had 
been appointed to the Senate Water­ 
gate C om m ittee, which was 
investigating then-Preaident Nixon’s 


misuse of the IRS. Any probe of Mon­ 
toya at that time, Alexander decid­ 
ed. would look like retaliation 
Nevertheless, Simon was so upset 
by the findings that he forwarded 
them to the Justice Dept. He also 
called the IRS and urged strongly 
that the senator’s tax returns be 
audited for the past three'years 
The IRS immediately began a 
major investigation of Montoya s 
1972 tax statement and also began 
checking the “audit potential of his 
1973 and 1974 returns. 
Footnote: Sen. Montoya told us he 
had not been notified that his tax re­ 
turns were being audited. But he 
emphasized: “ I do not fear an 
audit ” Then he added that he plan­ 
ned a “thorough investigation” of 
IRS harassment of taxpayers “from 
California to New York ” 
AGNEW QUESTIONED: Spiro 
Agnew. the deposed Vice President, 
has been questioned behind closed 
doors by the Senate Intelligence 
Committee about his role in J. Ed­ 
gar Hoovers’ vendetta against civil 
rights leaders and black militants. 
A memo turned up in the late FBI 
director’s files reporting that Agnew 
had solicited information about Dr 
Martin Luther King s disciples, the 
Black Panthers and others on Hoov­ 
ers hate list. 
The committee concluded after a 
brief investigation that Agnew 
hadn’t participated in the Hoover 
campaign but had received FBI in­ 
formation on individuals Hoover 
considered to be un-American Ap­ 
parently, the FBI chief wanted 
Agnew to use the FBI information to 
mount public attacks on these in­ 
dividuals 
Senate investigators confronted 
Agnew with these charges last Oc­ 
tober and arranged to question him 
in his office in Crofton Md He was 
interviewed by committee counsel 
Lester Side! in the presence of 


Agnew attorney Judah Best 
The former Vico President stated 
unequivocally that Hoover s memo 
was wrong about the original ap­ 
proach. Agnew insisted he hadn't 
solicited FBI information from 
Hoover but th at Hoover had 
approached him 
As Agnew recalled it, Hoover con­ 
tacted him shortly after he took of­ 
fice in 1969 and kept calling him 
sometimes several times a week. 
Agnew agreed with the old FBI cur­ 
mudgeon about the Mack militants 
and other radicals. He was also 
disturbed over the black militant 
comic book that adm onished 
children to “kill the pigs.’’ meaning 
to murder police. 
At first. Hoover spoke only of 
enlisting Agnew in a public cam­ 
paign against terrorists but then 
began offering information on in­ 
dividuals, including nonradical Mack 
leaders such as Dr Ralph Aber­ 
nathy. 
Agnew explained that he expressed 
an interest in seeing anything useful 
and the FBI data began to arrive in 
his office. He handled it as top-secret 
material, although most of it con­ 
sisted of old newspaper clips and 
court records, he said 
The ex-Vice President insisted that 
he had not used the material to at­ 
tack Hoover s civil rights enemies. 
The committee I investigation also 
indicated that Agnew had no 
knowledge of the F BI's illicit opera­ 
tions against the black militants 
Footnote: 
Agnew s attorney, 
Judah Best, said Hoover’s contention 
that Agnew made the first approach 
wasn’t true The Hoover memo was 
obviously intended to cover the FBI 
chief in case his gambit with the 
Vice President was discovered, Best 
suggested.

Those who find modern education coming up short, with 
high school students unable to spell or read and college 
grads unable to find work, would not think it so surprising 
if they looked critically at those in charge. 
As public school administrators keep demanding more 
and more tax dollars it becomes clear they lack that rare 
faculty so erroneously called common sense Wrapped up 
in their lofty pursuit of education and academic freedom, 
they have failed to incorporate, in their management, the 
principles of business which are essential to success. Un­ 
fortunately this seems also to be true, to an extent, in the 
private colleges in financial straits 
An example of the absence of business enterprise in the 
colleges is the failure to capitalize on the assets 
represented tn their athletic programs. In football alone 
they have a virtual goldmine which remains untapped 
Back in 1973 this column pointed out the colleges were 
missing a great bet by not adopting a system whereby 
they would benefit from college athletes entering profes­ 
sional sports The idea being that the colleges should be 
reimbursed for serving as farm clubs for professional 
sports 
In former years college stars were recruited individual­ 
ly by the giving of bonus payments for signing with the 
professionals But the organized clubs got tired of bidding 
against each other and, in a moment ot great inspiration, 
devised the draft system Thereafter collegiates desirous 
of turning pro were compelled to submit to the draft. 
Neither the player nor the college which developed him 
receives one dime for the signing Once having acquired 
the “property” for tree, any subsequent change ot 
ownership is accompanied by substantial changes of cash 
Recently the national columnist Ernest Cumeo, com 
meeting on the same subject observed, “For all practical 
purposes the owners of professional sports teams have 
succeeded in turning the entire U.S. educational system 
into minor league farms for the production of 
superathletes.” He suggested a gate tax on all profes 
sionai sporting events to be distributed to the colu-*«- 
Another voice in the same vein has now emerged This 
is H B Fox, a noted writer of humor, who syndicates a 
more serious column in some 59 Texas newspapers and 
others around the country. 
“Colleges, in short.” he writes “are being made 
monkeys of. They spend millions of dollars getting teams 
together that’ll attract millions of spectators, then stamp 
the stars with degrees and turn them over, absolutely free 
of charge, to a handful of professionals who clean up with 
them for the next ten years ” He proposes the colleges 
start their own professional leagues 
While the gate tax would appear to be a simple means 
to raise revenue for college programs the distribution of 
the funds would create problems and no surety that the 
producers of stars would benefit in direct ratio to effort. 
And if part demonstrations of business acumen is an\ 
criteria, college professional leagues would seem beyond 
their capabilities. 
A better and much simpler way tor the colleges to cash 
in on their athletic programs might be for them to band 
together and adopt their own reserve clauses Thereafter 
the professional longues would have to deal with them. 
Whoever gave the professionals the right to appropriate 
the stars through the draftn 
Buying the players from the colleges would still be far 
cheaper than operating their own farm clubs and the 
players would lose nothing since they get nothing now for 
signing 
This plan would at least reimburse the colleges for their 
expenses and the education of the players most ot whom 
now ride free on scholarships and might even become 
profitable for the colleges

DEAR DR. LAMB — I need your 
help. I have cirrhosis of the liver and 
can’t find out anything about it. I am 
76 years old. female and have never 
used alcohol in any form The doctor 
said my liver is one-half larger than 
normal. While I was hospitalized 
they did a biopsy to examine* the 
liver. I am 5-feet-4 and weight 150 
pounds and have had arthritis for 35 
years. Does cirrhosis shorten one s 
life? Can it be arrested0 Is any 
special diet helpful? What are the 
symptoms? Would taking iron cap­ 
sules over a period of three years 
cause cirrhosis? Should 1 take any 
special medicine for it? I only take 
Indocin for arthritis now 
DEAR READER — C irrhosis 
refers to scarring of the liver The 
scar tissue replaces normal liver 
cells 
The liver may be enlarged 
depending on the type of cirrhosis 
and the stage It ’s in or it may actual­ 
ly be sm all and contracted 
In­ 
ch vtduals who drink lots of alcohol 
commonly develop liver disease 
leading to cirrtkwi*, but many people 
with cirrhosis, like you. have never 
touched a drop of alcohol. 
Cirrhosis of the liver can be caused 
by a variety of infections, possiblv 
even viral hepatitis, it can also be 


cau sed 
by o b stru ction of the 
drainage of bile from the liver as 
seen with gall bladder disease 
It 
may also be associated with certain 
nutritional problems 


The effect of cirrhosis depends on 
how much damage to liver function it 
causes. The liver has a wide safety 
range for Hs functions Mild damage 
may not have any significant impact 
upon an individual’s health 
When 
symptoms do occur they are more 
often related to fatigue* or mild 
syr ipturns of indigestion If the liver 
is badly damaged with lots of scarr­ 
ing that replaces too many liver cells 
then serious changes can occur. 
These include serious interference 
with m etabolism of your food, 
changes m the blood proteins which 
mav lead to accumulation oi enor­ 
mous amounts of fluid in the* ab­ 
dominal cavity, loss of appetite and 
even body wasting bec ause of the in­ 
terference with m etabolism and 
nutrition 


A well-balanced, relatively high 
protein, high carbohydrate diet with 
plenty of vitamins is helpful in sup­ 
porting patients with cirrhosis of the 
liver. Of course a patient who 
reaches tin* stage of liver failure, as 


might occur in advanced cirrhosis 
will require «in entirely different, 
moditied diet but this is in the 
hospital and I don't think you nessi to 
worry yourself about that 
I doubt that taking iron had 
anything at ail to do with your il­ 
lness There are tew very rare dis­ 
eases in which iron storage in the* 
liver can cause this problem but your 
liver biopsy and microscopic ex­ 
amination of it would have revealed 
this iniormation 


Your doctor haxn t given you ar.y 
medicines probably because your 
condition isn’t that serious and no 
important 
m edicines other than 
vitam ins, 
m inerals and general 
nutritional support need to be 
provided in m ild c a se s 
Your 
cirrhosis is probably unrelated to 
your arthritis or the medicines you 
have been taking tor it.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - 
All assets transferred 
between husband and wife 
would be completely ex­ 
cluded from federal estate 
and gift taxes under a Ford 
administration 
proposal 
now before Congress. 
The proposal is part of a 
package of suggested 
changes in the federal es­ 
tate and gift-tax laws 
presented to House Ways 
and Means Committee by 
Assistant Treasury Secre­ 
tary Charles M. Walker. 
Walker told the commit­ 
tee that, if approved, the 


total plan would ultimately 
result in a loss to the 
government 
and a sav­ 
ings to taxpayers — of $1.6 
billion, 
‘'This includes $500 
million annually for an un­ 
limited deduction under 
which a ll tran sfers 
between spouses would be 
completely excluded from 
the estate and gift taxes,” 
Walker said. 
‘‘Such a rule best com­ 
ports with the way most 
couples manage their 
property and would sub­ 
stantially simplify the es- 


tate tax law and the 
administration of estates,” 
he told the committee. 
Under present law, only 
half the value of a gift from 
one living spouse to the 
other is taxfree Likewise, 
the estate tax, imposed at 
death, allows the surviving 
spouse to deduct no more 
than half the “adjusted 
gross estate ” This means 
the over-all estate minus 
such 
things as ad­ 
ministrative expenses. 
Walker said these provi­ 
sions of the law are 
“ subject to criticism“ 


because many families 
“ rightfully regard their 
property 
as 
being 
generated by their com­ 
bined efforts and, thus, 
‘ours’ rather than ‘his’ or 
hers. ” This is particular­ 
ly true of checking and sav­ 
ings accounts, jointly held 
stocks and the family 
residence. Walker added 
"As a result, they often 
transfer property from 
separate ownership to joint 
ownership or community 
ownership without paying 
much attention to the legal 
change in ownership. ” 


In addition to this »00 
m illio n loss to the 
Treasury, Walker said, 
there would be an addi­ 
tional $1.1-million loss 
from the rest of the 
package, which includes: 
—Raising the current 
estate-tax exemption from 
$60.000 to $150,000 over five 
years in $18,000 incre­ 
ments. 
—Changing the rate to a 
flat 30 per cent on the first 
$100,000 of a taxable estate 
At present, estate rates 
graduate from 3 per cent of 
the first $5,000 to a max­ 


imum of 77 per cent on an 
estate exceeding $10 
million. The top-rate level 
would be retained in Ford’s 
plan. 
—Stretching out the

PA RIS (AP) - France s 
dreams of billions of extra 
dollars in trade revenue 
resulting from its pro-Arab 
foreign policy has been 
badly shattered. In ­ 
vestigations are now under 
way to find out what went

The answer that may 
come back to President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
from the Foreign Trade 
Ministry he charged with 
explaining where the non­ 
m ilitary contracts were 
lost could be deeply em­ 
barrassing. 
A French source close to 
the investigation said in- 


itial indications showed : 
—That French politi­ 
cians dealing directly with 
Arab countries, either 
deliberately distorted for 
home consumption, or mis­ 
understood despite expert 
technical advice, the 
Arabs’ commercial in­ 
tentions. 
—That French manufac­ 
turers, convinced by 
government publicity that 
they were the Arabs’ 
privileged friends, may 
have padded their con­ 
tract bids out of com­ 
petitive range on the as­ 
sumption that political pull 
would make up the dif- 


f ere nee for them 
The most striking exam­ 
ple of France’s difficulties, 
the informant said, was the 
loss recently of a billion 
dollar contract for the 
co nstru ctio n 
of 
a 
petrochemical complex in 
Iraq to the German- 
American Thvssen-Lussom 
group. After visits to Iraq 
and conciliatory political 
statements by Prem ier 
Jacques Chirac, the con­ 
tract was expected to go to 
the French Creusot-Loire

The pattern was 
generally the same The 
visitor would sign a 
political communique in 
which France would lean 
closer to the Arab cause 
than any of Its allies.

Both Saudi Arabia and 
Iraq, French officials said, 
were to purchase French 
nuclear facilities Neither 
has done so Iran, said the 
government, was to 
employ France to build a 


subway in Tehran, the 
capital of Iran. The project 
has not advanced. After 
that agreements had been 
reached for about $4 5 
billion in contracts and 
that France w ill become 
Iran's No. 1 supplier. 
But figures of the Organ 
ization for Economic

It is there in the fine 
print that the truth might 
lie, most commonly in the 
form of limitations or ex­ 
ceptions to the over-all im­ 
pression created by the 
general promise the sales­ 
man makes. 
Arthur 
F. 
Burns, 
chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, seems to 
feel we should take a les­ 
son from such experiences 
and apply the same 
scrutiny to some of the of- 
fic ia l 
government 
statistics we seem to live 
by. 
While pleased with the 
report that the Consumer 
Price Index barely rose in 
February. Burns cautions 
Americans not to become 
euphoric. Reading the fine 
print, he concludes: "I 
continue to be disturbed by 
the rate of inflation.*' 
Burns didn’t specify 
those he thought might 
become euphoric, but his 
statement followed by only 
a few days ’one by William 
E. Simon. Treasury 
secretary, who suggested a 
2 per cent inflation rate 
might be achievable in this 
decade 
Bums suggested to the 
Senate Budget Committee 
that it break down the 
February price index and 
examine the ingredients 
that made up the tiny, one- 
tenth of 1 per cent in­ 
crease m that month 
If you remove food and 
energy supplies, the prices 
of whicn moderated in the 
year’s second month, you 
w ill find that the underly­ 
ing direction of prices 
might even be worsening, 
he said. 
In the second quarter of 
1975 he said, the rate of 


price increase was 5.1 per 
cent; in the second 
quarter. 5 8; in the third. 
7.1; and in the fourth 
quarter. 7.1 per ceiit. In 
January it was 11 per cent, 
in February. 6 per cent. 
But why. you ask, should 
we remove food and 
energy prices, since they 
make up such an im ­ 
portant part of the price in­ 
dex? If this were an in­ 
surance policy you 
wouldn't scratch out the 
important benefits, would 
you? 
That is true. But Bums 
doesn t say the policy is no 
good or that certain 
paragraphs should be ex­ 
cised. He does, however, 
wish to remind Americans 
that there are some weak 
paragraphs therein. 
A major factor in the 
February price rate was a 
decline in food prices, 
largely the result of last 
year's harvest.

And energy prices It 
was a relatively mild 
winter in some parts of the 
nation.

DEAR DR. BROTH­ 
ERS: My wife is a beauti­ 
ful woman — in fact, she 
won a beauty contest and 
that’s how I met her. We 
have two lovely teenaged 
daughters and I’m trying 
to convince one of them to 
go into modeling. I have a 
friend who could be help­ 
ful in starting her on a very 
lucrative career. When I 
casually mentioned this 
plan to my wife, she prac­ 
tically went through the 
roof. I was amazed be­ 
cause she’s generally not 
ill-tempered. My simple 
suggestion was almost 
enough to make her rush to 
file for divorce. When I 
tried to get her to explain 
her feelings, she refused to 
discuss them, intimating 
that if I didn’t know, I was 
too dumb to understand. I 
wasn’t suggesting my 
daughter become a prosti­ 
tute, after all. Am I as 
dumb as my wife seems to 
think? - G V. 
Dear G.V.: I think your 
wife may have overreact­ 
ed because she feels that 
her beauty played too 
important a role in her own 
youth. It may have pre­ 
vented her from pursuing 
other interests and goals. 
Many tim es when the 


beautiful woman reaches 
middle age, she feels she 
has been used by others 
and appreciated not for 
herself but merely as an 
object of beauty. 
Because of the tremen- 
ouds emphasis we place on 
appearance, many find it 
difficult to recognize each 
human being for his own 
special inner qualities and 
worth. The woman who is 
valued only, or primarily, 
for her beauty, comes to 
value herself in the same 
way. The result is that she 
frequently suffers from 
feelings of inadequacy, and 
becomes dependent on the 
esteem of others for her 
self-esteem. 
When you consider the 
great beauties of the 
world, from the mythical 
Helen of Troy to Marilyn 
Monroe, you get a clear 
picture of the tragedy. 
Marilyn Monroe was used 
as an object by many peo­ 
ple. Seen as a commodity 
to be used and exchanged, 
she cared so little for her­ 
self, she took her own life. 
Women who have been 
appreciated only for their 
beauty often go into suici­ 
dal declines when it begins 
to fade, for they feel they 
have nothing else to offer. 


I feel it is very import­ 
ant for your wife to be able 
to talk out her feelings on 
this subject. I suggest that 
you encourage her to do so 
by convincing her that you 
want to change your atti­ 
tudes which may be short­ 
sighted. Let her know you 
are quite open to her views 
on the subject Since she 
seems to feel intensely 
about her past, she should 
air her feelings so they 
won’t cloud your relation­ 
ship 
Your wife may be able to 
make your daughters' lives 
easier if she shares her 
experiences with them. Ul­ 
timately, of course, your 
daughters should make 
their own career deci­ 
sions I think it would be of 
tremendous help if some­ 
one could point out that 
there are many options 
open to them. They should 
not base any decision as 
important as a choice of 
profession on the fact that 
they happen to be beauti­ 
ful because beauty fades 
after a relatively brief 
period of time. Try to en­ 
courage your daughters not 
to neglect other more 
enduring qualities, such as, 
intelligence, character and 
compassion.

Som e herd 
fects on energy 
re end the consum er 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
Switch on the gas stove, 
start the car. turn down the 
heat from the oil furnace. 
These everyday activities 
are all touched by the 
federal energy regulators. 
From the price on the 
gasoline pump to how 
warm a home is in winter, 
the regulators’ decisions 
a ffe ct the costs and 
availability of energy in 
this country. 
And, in d irectly, the 
energy regulators' deci­ 
sions affect the surf and 
sand of a summer va­ 
cation and the purity of the 
air. 
The energy regulators, 
created to shield con­ 
sum ers from industry 
abuses and monopoly price 
gouging, make up a major 
portion of Washington’s 
alphabet soup — FPC , 
FEA , NRC, BLM , EPA , 
FTC. ICC. 
From the consumers' 
level, federal regulators 
seem to have little impact. 
None of the federal energy * 
regulators has a direct con­ 
sumer price authority like 
the C ivil 
Aeronautics 
Board does on airline 
fares. Such visible con­ 
sumer impact is wielded 
by 
s ta te 
and 
lo c a l 
regulators — mostly utility 
commissions. 
Bu t fed eral energy 
regulators play a role in 
setting base prices for oil 
and natural gas and in 
providing incentives for 
marketing some types of 
energy 
Industry critics blame 
federal agencies in part for 
recent energy shortages 
and warn of more severe 
shortages to come unless 
regulatory policies are 
changed 
Although these broad 
charges do not always 
withstand close scrutiny, 
they do cast a harsh light 
on one fact — energy 
regulations have a cost. 
NATURAL GAS 
Perhaps the single most 
co n tro versia l 
energy 
regulation today is the 
Fe d e ra l 
Pow er Com ­ 
missions control of prices 
charged for natural gas by 
producers to interstate 
pipelines 
The nation is faced with 
a growing shortage of 
natural gas, which industry 
spokesmen 
repeatedly 
blame on “ 22 years of 
federal regulation." 
In fact, there is evidence 
the shortage had other im ­ 
portant causes: heavy in­ 
dustry promotion of gas 
usage, d isap p o in tin g 
production from overrated 
fields and the shift of 
exploration in the 1980s 
from the United States to 
the Middle East and other 
low-cost areas 
But the accusation 
against federal regulation 
has gained legitimacy in 
recent years as inflation 
accelerated drilling costs 


The wheels of federal 
regulation grind slowly. By 
the time the FPC is ready 
to authorize price in ­ 
creases, costs may have 
soared even higher. 


For example, Pennzoil 
Producing Co. asked the 
FPC in 1973 to approve 
natural gas sales at 4? 
cents per thousand cubic 
feet. But the commission 
balked, demanding actual 
cost figures. 


Two years later, after 
studying the figures, an 
FPC examiner concluded 
Pennzoil really needed (45 
cents a thousand Rut, by 


then, the company wanted 
80 cents 
Price increases granted 
in recent years by the FPC 
for gas at the well have 
shown up later as price In­ 
creases on the home­ 
owner’s gas bill. But such 
federally approved hikes 
are not even the major fac­ 
tor in soaring gas bills. 
Industry statistics show 
that, since 1989, the 
national average price of 
natural gas at the well has 
added about $30 to the av­ 
erage annual gas bill. But. 
in the same period, the 
average bill has actually 
jumped a total of $82 
This means about two- 
thirds of the increased 
prices paid by gas con­ 
sumers reflect increases in 
costs all down the dis­ 
tribution system and not 
just the wellhead price 
rises. 
The industry complains 
that federal regulation 
sim ply cannot adjust 
prices quickly and fairly 
• enough to stimulate all out 
exploration for new gas 
supplies. 
And the nation does face 
a deepening shortage of 


gas supplies were U per 
cent below needs in 1975 
and projected a 18 per cent 
shortage for this year — a 
shortfall that might not be 
cushioned again by the 
economy or the weather. 
The industry’s solution is 
for Congress to end federal 
price regulation of natural 
gas. 
If the industry is right, 
the consumer w ill pay 
more for gas — perhaps a 
lot more — but a reliable 
supply will be assured. 
But what if the industry 
is wrong?

OIL 
In the 1950’s, Arab 
oil was cheaper than 
U.S. oil, and the domestic 
producers wanted pro­ 
tection against a raid on 
their customers. They got 
it in 1959 when President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower im­ 
posed a quota limiting oil 
imports. 
But domestic oil produc­ 
tion has dwindled until the 
United States now depends 
on foreign sources for 
nearly 40 per cent of its oil, 
the dependency that made 
the 1973 Arab oil embargo 
possible. 
Some industry spokes­ 
men now blame the qu­ 
ota system , im posed 
for their protection, for 
driving dom estic pro­ 
duction down! 


They say the quota 
system was not tight 
enough, that it let in too 
much foreign oil. And they 
say the threat of larger 
quotas was used to keep 
domestic producers from 
raising their prices higher, 
and earning the profits 
they claim were needed for 
exploration at home. 
The 
quotas 
w ere 
removed in 1973 because 
the nation simply needed 
all the oil imports it could 
get. 
But while they lasted, 
did the quotas protect con­ 
sumer from high prices, or 
did 
they discou rag e 
domestic supply and set 
him up for even higher 
prices once the foreign 
producer’s cartel was in 
the driver's seat? 
Another dilem m a of 
energy regulation. 
Environment vs. Energy 
C r it ic s 
c la im 
e n ­ 
vironmental rules conflict 
with maximum use of 
available fuels. 
But the facts sometimes 
suggest a different in­ 
terpretation 
S in c e 
the 
1930 s. 
autom obile 
gasoline 
mileage has deteriorated 
with heavier cars, more 
p o w e rfu l 
e n g in e s, 
automatic 
transmissions. 


air conditioning and a 
variety of power acces­ 
sories. 
Early antipollution con­ 
trols contributed to a 
slump in average mileage 
from 15.5 miles per gallon 
in 1967 models to 13.9 in the 
1974 cars. 
But with the stricter 
antipollution 
standards, 
“ catalytic converters and 
a wave of smaller cars, 
mileage has improved 
rapidly to 15 6 miles per 
gallon in 1975 and an 
average 17.6 in the 1976 
models, EPA reports 
And federal law now 
requires cars to average 18 
miles per gallon for 1978 
models. 19 mpg for 1979, 20 
for 1980 and 27.5 for 1985 
models. 
Other environm ental 
regulations also affect the 
energy area 
For example, the Coast 
Guard has rules about the 
operations of tankers. 
These include lim its on 
pumping out ships bilge 
tanks, a major source of 


the spilled oil that washes 
up on beaches. 
And the Interior Depart­ 
ment has safety regula­ 
tions on offshore drilling 
designed to avoid the type 
of disastrous blowout and 
sp ill that coated the 
beaches of Santa Barbara 
Whatever its cause, the 
energy crisis that erupted 
with the Arab oil embargo 
of October 1973 has forced 
the U.S. government into 
even g re a te r energy 
regulation. 
N u clear power, the 
newest m ajor energy 
source, was a government 
offspring from the start 
and remains perhaps the 
most thoroughly regulated 
of them all. The Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Commission 
(NRC) regulates nuclear 
power plants and their 
fuels. 
Oil, gas, coal, uranium, 
geothermal steam, oil 
shale — all are regulated 
by the Interior Department 
whether they are produced 
on federal land or the 


federal offshore areas 
beyond the 3-mile limit of 
state jurisdictions. 
Many other agencies 
have responsibilities in the 
energy area which do not 
deal directly with prices or 
availability at the con­ 
sumer level. 
For example, the Justice 
D ep artm en t and the 
Federal Trade Com mi s- 


sion share the respon­ 
sibility for seeing that 
energy companies do not 
violate antitrust laws and 
raise prices to consumers 
in a monopolistic manner. 
And the Interstate Com­ 
m erce 
C om m ission 
oversees hauling rates for 
coal on the railroads and 
for some petroleum prod­ 
ucts in tank trucks.

San Juan Capistrano, 
population 13,658, had a 
m o r a t o r iu m on new 
development a year ago 
but has since rescinded the 
measure and is accepting 
new building applications. 


Petaluma, but a lower 
court decision upheld the 
growth control plan and 
subsequent appeals failed 
all the way to the Supreme 
Court. 
“ We’re very elated 
because the court has up­ 
held the city’s right to 
determine its own des­ 
tiny,” said Assistant City 
Manager David Breniger 
of Petaluma. “This has im­ 
plications not only for our 
small town of 32,000 people 
but for all 400 cities in 
California.” 
John F. Henning, ex­

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Many California cities 
which once thought the 
population explosion was 
the -next best thing to 
sunshine have embarked 
on a “grow slow’’ cam­ 
paign to protect their 
lifestyle. They want to end 
the developers' gold rush. 
Bedroom communities 
around San Francisco and 
Los Angeles are finding 
that 
their ambitious 
general plans of the 1960s 
are causing unbearable 
growing pains in the 1970s, 
They are reacting with 
building q u o ta s, r e ­ 
s t r i c t i v e zoning and 
environmental 
impact 
studies. 
Many are applauding a 
landmark U.S. Supreme 
Court decision Feb. 23 up­ 
holding a growth control 
plan in Petaluma north of 
San Francisco. The case 
was considered a test of 
the power of communities 
to curb development and 
could lead to a flurry of 
city ordinances aimed at 
slowing down California’s 
building boom. 
Petaluma, the self-pro­ 
claimed “Egg Basket of 
the World,” took the lead 
in 1972 when its city coun­ 
cil decided that the basket 
was too crowded — sewers 
were overflowing, garbage 
c o l l e c t o r s 
w e r e 
overworked and other city 
services werepbeginning to 
suffer. 
The council adopted a 
f i v e - y e a r plan 
tha t 
restricted new home con­ 
struction to 500 a year. It 
was promptly challenged 
by developers and a group 
of trade associations in

An acquaintance of mine 
discovered a recipe for an 
utterly delicious poppyseed 
cake in a book about spices 
and passed along the good 
news to me. Since then I’ve 
served the cake to some of 
the poppyseed fanciers 
among my friends and 
they’ve wanted to know 
how to make it. My 
answer. “When I use the 
recipe in my column. I’ll 
send you a copy.” So here 
is the rule — as much for 
my clipping as for yours! 
The original recipe 
called for too small a bak­ 
ing pan, and I’ve changed 
that. It also called for a 
whole cup of poppyseed, 
but I favor a lesser 
amount. In addition, the 
book recipe called for 


sifting the flour before 
measuring and then 
resifting with the leaven­ 
ing and salt; I find stirring 
instead of sifting produces 
as excellent a cake as did 
the original method. This 
is not the case in all cake 
recipes, but it is in this 
one. 
POPPYSEED 
HONEY CAKE 
2/3 cup poppyseed 
1/3 cup honey 
V4 cup water 
2Mi cups flour, stir to 
aerate before measur­ 
ing 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 cup butter 
lMi cups sugar 
4 large eggs, separated 
1 cup commercial sour 
cream

Grease and flour 
inch angelcake Dan. 
In a small saucepan sim­ 
m er to g e th er for 5 
minutes, stirring often, the 
poppyseed, honey and 
water; cool. 
On wax paper thoroughly 
stir together the flour, bak­ 
ing soda and salt 
In the large bowl of an 
electric mixer cream but­ 
ter and sugar ; beat in pop­ 
pyseed m ixtu re . At 
moderate speed, thor­ 
oughly beat in the egg 
yolks, one at a time; add 
sour cream and vanilla and 
beat until blended. At 
lowest speed, gradually 
beat in the flour mixture. 


Add okra

With a clean beater, in a 
small mixing bowl, beat 
egg whites until they form 
stiff straight peaks when 
the beater is slowly 
withdrawn; fold into bat­ 
ter.

Chicken: it's food for all pocketbooks

Chicken is one of the best 
buys in the butcher shop to­ 
day. which has encouraged 
American poultry farmers 
to raise some 2 billion of 
the birds a year. It is also 
one of the most versatile 
foods and can be prepared 
in countless ways to fit all 
pocketbooks. They range 
from the frozen fried 
chicken sold in every 
supermarket to Supreme 
Volaille, a costly creation 
of chicken breasts, pate de 
fois, truffles and Madeira 
wine. 
Chicken has a lot of other 
things going for it. 
Nutritionists tell us that 
the bird has a protein con­ 
tent that no red meat ex­ 
ceeds and few equal. 
And since it is short- 
fibered. the fowl is easy to 
digest, which makes it 
valuable in the diets of 
older people, or anyone 
with a delicate stomach. 
Chicken also offers 
encouragement to those 
fighting poundage 
Com­ 
pared to most meats, it 
ranks at the bottom of the 
calorie chart. A three- 
ounce portion of skinless, 
broiled chicken breast con­ 
tains only 115 calories and, 
even with the skin on, 
to ta ls only 185. The 
equivalent weight of 
ground beef at most 
butchers averages out at 
245 calories. 
Most important perhaps, 
chicken has an extremely 
low fat content, and 64 per 
cent of the fat it does con­ 
tain is unsaturated. This 
makes it a natural for 
those on low cholesterol 
diets 
Chicken is said to have 
first been discovered by 
man 50 centuries ago in the 
jungles of southeast Asia 
where the bird roamed 
wild 
By 1400 B.C. the 
('hinese were raising the 
bird domestically and 
gradually it was grown 
around the world as people 
discovered its flavorsome 
qualities 
The early s e ttle rs 
brought chickens to the 
American colonies in 1007. 
A few years later, the bird 
was the main course of a 
meal served to General 
Lafayette, who according 
to reports of the day 
polished off a plateful. 
Chicken was regarded as 
a luxury until the 1930s 
when we developed the 
b ro iler in d u stry and 
modem production meth­ 
ods. 
Here is a fairly simple 
way of cooking chicken. 


Good with a 
till tender and brown, 
chilled chablis. 


“To be a certified or li­ 
censed chef, one must also 
take courses in manage­ 
ment, sanitation, culinary 
arts and business skills,’’ 
he continued.

As U.S. Team manager, 
Bosnjak will serve on the 
main judging panel with 
representatives from Italy, 
England and Germany 
throughout the eight-day 
contest. 
The competition has be­ 
come a measure of trends 
in world cuisine and dining 


practices, “and it’s my im­ 
pression,” Bosnjak states, 
“that the time will soon 
come when people will 
take more time to eat and 
will enjoy them selves 
more. Fast feeding will 
give way,” he added, “to a 
more pleasurable dining 
experience.” 
In addition to his respon­ 
sibilities to the ACF and to 


the Team, Bosnjak is still a 
“working” chef who en­ 
joys experimenting with 
new recipes in his kitchen 
at the Oakmont Country 
Club near Pittsburgh, Pa. 
In fact, he is already plan­ 
ning for the 10,000 meals 
per day he will be serving 
during the 1978 PGA Tour­ 
nament to bo held on Oak- 
mont’s golf course.

Another highlights 
“ Famous American 
Women of the Revo­ 
lutionary War” and in­ 
cludes Elizabeth Clark 
Cooler (orange juice) and

Then there is one for 
Revolutionary War men 
with Benjamin Franklin 
Fruit (canned peaches), 
George Washington Wurst 
(sausage), Thomas Paine’s 
Cerealized Oats (oatmeal) 
and Patrick Henry’s Lib­ 
erty Milk. 
Other themes appeal 
regional pride, including a 


Goldrush Menu with 
Westward Ho Fruit 
Cocktail, Pioneer’s Ice 
Cream (commeal mush) 
and Covered Wagon Milk.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS ON NUTRITION 
Q. WHAT TESTS ARE USED TO FIND OUT 
WHETHER A CHILD IS WELL-NOURISHED? 
A. Four major kinds of measurements are used to as­ 
sess nutritional status: 
1. Anthropometric — that is, the taking of physical 
measurements (anthro meaning man and metric meaning 
measure). These measurements include height, weight, 
skinfold thickness, and others. 
2. Biochem ical determination of nutrients or 
metabolites in the blood, urine, and other tissues — that 
is, chemioally analyzing the blood, urine, and other tis­ 
sues to see what nutrients or substances are present in 
and being circulated throughout the body, and to see how 
the body has broken down the food eaten, and what sub­ 
stances it has created. 
3. Dietary intake — taking a record of all foods eaten 
by the person 
4. Clinical assessment — an evaluation by physicians, 
dentists, etc., at the physical examination 
Q. HEALTH FOOD STORES SAY THAT APRICOT 
KERNELS ARE VERY NUTRITIOUS ARE THEY? 
A. Apricot kernels cannot be recommended as a source 
of nutrients. Apricot kernels, apple and pear seeds, 
cherry, plum and peach pits all contain a cyanogenic 
glycoside called amygdalin. During digestion, amygdalin 
releases hydrocyanic acid — a compound that can be tox­ 
ic in excessive amounts. How much is too much? A tiny 
bit may be toxic to one person while a larger amount may 
not be noticed by another. It depends on the age, general 
health, physioloiicai conditions, etc. 
The California State Department of Public Health 
recently reported an incident of possible cyanide poison­ 
ing in two health food faddists who consumed large 
amounts of pureed apricot kernels purchased from a local 
health food store. Eating a few kernels may not cause 
illness in one person, but may in another The minimal 
number of apricot kernels that would cause death in 
humans is not known. Apricot kernels have caused deaths 
of children. Upon analysis, they were found to contain 275 
milligrams cyanide per 100 grams. Death of hogs has 
been caused by peach pits containing 164 mill grams 
cyanide per 100 grams.

essential amino acids). Generally, legumes (dried beans, 
peas, lentils), nuts, dairy products or seafoods comple­ 
ment cereal grains (com, rice. oats, wheat). Soybeans 
contain nearly balanced protein to begin with and when 
they are served with grain products, the combination ap 
proaches the value of meat, milk, or eggs. In other words 
use a wide variety of foods.

PARIS (AP) - Fried 
eggs, salad and water for 
two at a pair of the world’s 
best - known restaurants 
bring a bill for about $30 
and a large portion of 
French sarcasm and con­ 
tempt. 
The conclusion is that of 
the newspaper Le Figaro 
which sent two of its 
reporters to five Paris 
restaurants — four of them 
three - star gastronomic 
holy places—to test wheth 
er their courtesy would 
withstand an assault on 
their self-importance. 
The newspaper reported 
recently that Maxim's 
and La Tour d’Argent 
failed the test and that 
Maxim's burned the eggs. 
Hearing of the article, the 
director of the Tour 
d’Argent, Claude Terrail, 
said he thought it was 
“ amusing.” But Roger, 
Maxim’s headwaiter, al­ 
most chocked and shout­ 
ed: “ It’s a provocation? 
He lacked respect for Max­ 
im’s. This was not a for­ 
eigner. but a Frenchman. 
A Parisian A provocation, 
I tell you!" 
The two reporters wrote 
Uiat they were welcomed 
with 
sim p licity and 
friendliness at Le Grand 
Vefour, Laaserre and 
Ledoyen. and got bills of 
$21.27, $33M and $25 79. At 
Lasaerre the sommelier 
poured the water as If it 
were a grand cru, Le 
Figaro said, and at 
Ledoyen the dessert order 
of yogurt came without a 
blink and with petit fours 
alongside. 
But at La Tour d’Argent 
the waiter brought out an 
ex ecu tive wheo the 
reporters insisted on their 
fried eggs. “ But after all, 
sir, you are at La Tour 
d’Argent,” the executive 
said in trying to get the 
reporters to change their 
minds, 
They held fast on the 
eggs. When they asked for 
yogurt for dessert, the 
waiter seemed close to a 
heart attack. In a rush of 
sympathy, they switched 
to pineapple slices. 
But the maitre d hotel 
was ironic and there were 
sarcastic asides among the 
waiters, and the reporters 
said they were happy to 
leave after paying a bill for 
$34 16 
At Maxim’s, the eggs 
were burned, the lettuce 
leaves peculiarly large, the 
sommelier got the brand of 
mineral water mixed up, 
and the director frequently 
came to stare at the wild 
men — us — who were in­ 
stalled at the corner 
table " 
It took two calls to get 
the bill: $29.64. 


Le Figaro said its test 
showed that it was the 
most famous of these five 
great houses that are 
guilty of letting themselves 
become 
contemptuous. 
Perhaps there s an under­ 
standable reason It must 
he really hard to hold hack 
irony or bush up your sar­ 
casms when you’re serving 
at the prestigious Maxim’s 
or La Tour d’Argent ” 
But it added that it was 
to the honor of the other 
restaurants that they 
maintained 
“ faultless

“I suppose a tot of things like that 
are connected with Grand Prix rac­ 
ing, but the drivers and crews don't 
have the time to get involved that 
much.“ 


The “glamor" that goes along with 
being a top driver is slightly 
overrated, said Hunt, who is con 
sidered one of the top Formula I 
drivers in the world. 
“I think glamor is a situation 
observed by an outsider,” he sur­ 
mised. “They think the life looks 
great. But if you’re living it, it looks 
different. It’s the normal thing, fun 
sometimes, boring others.” 
He admits, however, he would not 
care to trade his lifestyle. 


“I know it’s certainly not a normal 
life, that it is more exciting than 
most people’s, and I wouldn’t want to 
give it up." 
Hunt. 28, has recently been in the 
spotlight more for his wife’s associa­ 
tion with Richard Burton than he has 


for his driving 
Hunt expressed amazement that 
American newsmen have paid so 
much attention to him since Burton 
began squiring model Susy Hunt. 
“I could hardly get off the plane 
when I arrived in New York,” he 
said “There were newsmen all over 
the place. They even rented the room 
next to mine in the hotel and 1 began 
to think maybe they even listened at 
my door.” 
Born in Surrey, England, Hunt 
sounds like a Long Beach public rela­ 
tions man when he talks about the 
upcoming Grand Prix, the only race 
through city streets in the United 
States, 
“It’s a great thing.” he said “I

All that’s changed To­ 
day, secure in his place in 
the sun. Richard Round­ 
tree dresses with casual 
elegance, speaks quietly 
and confidently, holds his 
head high — and drives a 
truck.
